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AIRPLANE ARMOR AND

A* a result of the experience in the 
1 first few months of the War in 
Europe, the fighting airplane is entering 
a modified form of projectile versus 
armor race which has characterized 
naval vessels since the advent of iron 
ships and which to some extent has been 
evidenced in the development of tanks. 

It was only a short while ago that the 
calibre machine gun was considered 
the ultimate in aircraft rifled weapons. 
Light and heavy bombs were employed 
for purposes beyond the scope of the ma- 
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chine gun. Then came the much more 
effective .5O calibre, with virtually all | 


powers working in secret toward its de- 
velopment. Today, however, the war has 
shown that these two weapons are in- 
sufficient for the tasks assigned to air 
forces, with the result that cannons rang 
ing from 20 mm to 37 mm are being 
turned out in large numbers to equip the 
fighting airmen. The Germans were first 
to Use these cannons to a great extent, 
although the French equipped a large 
portion of their air force with heavy 
weapons. The British seemingly are lag- 
ging, but it is understood that more of 
what the British refer to as “shell guns” 
are being mounted on their airplanes. 

In the American Air Corps, the larger 
cannons have not yet been standardized. 
It is understood, however, that both 20 
nm and 87 mm cannon are in prospect. It 
may be that even heavier weapons are 
yet to come in our own as well as in for- 
tign air forces, 

The capabilities of these aerial cannon 
ire remarkable as compared with the de- 
structive powers of the smaller machine 
Suns. During the Spanish war as well as 
in the current European war, many 
planes have returned to their home bases 
with literally hundreds of holes from 
‘nemy bullets through the wings and 
fuselage, yet the pilot remained unin- 
lired and the plane still capable of flight. 
‘nm the other hand, there are reports of 
French airplanes being blown to bits in 
the air as the result of one direct hit by 
an explosive bullet from the German air 
cannons,

President Vetoes Navy 
Selection Law Changes 


President Roosevelt yesterday vetoed 
H.R. 4929, the act containing the amend 
ments to the line selection act of 1988, 
stating that the amendments placed on 
the act after its submission to Congress 
far outweighed in the harm they would 
do, the good sought to be accomplished by 
the few amendments contemplated by the 
Navy Department. 

Specifically criticized was the proposal 
to retain eight flying officers on active 
duty as discriminatory in itself because 
it militates against 50 other officers in 
the same category. The President stated 
that it was probable he would retain the 
eight officers on active duty after their 
retirement 30 June. 

Mr. Roosevelt also 
tions did not make it desirable to have 
legislation requiring nine vacancies in 
grade of rear admiral each year. How 
ever, he intends to furlough a sufficient 
number of rear admirals to maintain the 
average of nine vacancies at this time. 

Text of the 
follows: 

“T return herewith, without my approval, 
H. R. 4929, a bill to amend the Act of 28 June 
1938. 

“This bill was originally composed of per 
fecting amendments to the Act of 283) June 
1938, establishing a new system of promotion 
and retirement for commissioned personnel 
of the line of the Navy; and as such contained 
no substantial changes in principle. Each of 
these amendments was considered desirable 
by the Navy Department, the most important 
one being for the purpose of eliminating the 
doubt that existed relative to the pay of offi 
cers retired under certain conditions, a doubt 
which has been removed by a decision of the 
Comptroller General. 

“Amendments of lesser” importance 
prompted by the desirability of a return to 
the previous practice of furnishing s¢ lection 
boards with the medical records of eligible 
officers, and by the equity of allowing to offi 
cers selected for promotion as fitted but not 
for retention on the active list, the retired pay 
of the grade in which retired in lien of that 
of the grade from which promoted. Included, 
also, were clarifying amendments to accom 
plish the intent of the Congress 

“During the progress of this bill through 
the Congress, however, amendments in com 
mittee, on the floor, and in conference not only 
changed the character of the bill but intro 
duced a number of objectionable provisions. 
The effect of these provisions is such as to 
outweigh a few desirable features which the 
bill admittedly contains 

“The amendment to Section 12, subsection 
(f) of Public No. 703 Seventy-fifth Congress, 
contains a provision compelling the retention 
on the active list until 30 June 1944, of certain 
officers transferred to the regular Navy in 
1920, provided they were, on 21 July 1939, as- 
signed to duty involving flying. Eight officers 
would be immediately affected, and the total 
number including future years would prob 
ably be not more than fifteen or twenty. 

“This is really not a current issue or prob 
lem. These officers are on active duty now 
and will be retained on active duty after re- 
tirement because their services are needed. 

“Futhermore, in addition to these eight 
aviators there are fifty other officers in the 
same grade who would normally retire on 30 
June 1940. Their cases are not taken care of 
by this bill, and there would seem to be merit 
in the thought that the bill as passed is dis- 
criminatory. 

“As a matter of fact and of necessity, it is 
probable that nearly all of these officers will

Further “Vitalization” 


To Be Sought for Army | 


The same group of Congressmen who 
are largely responsible for the drafting 
of the new length-of-service promotion 
bill for the Army, now nearing enact 
ment, consider that measure merely the 
first step in a reform of the Army’s per- 
sonnel system and are working with the 
War Department on further “vitaliza 
tion” measures to be brought before the 
next Congress. 

Following the collapse of the original 
age-in-grade retirement bill, this group of 
Congressmen, together with War Depart 
ment representatives, worked long, but 
quietly, over the personnel problem. The 
present length-of-service bill resulted. 
But certain phases of “vitalization” were 
left to future consideration. 

Lines of thought being pursued by this 
group include: tightening of Class B pro- 
cedure, more stringent physical examina- 
tions, introduction of a mild form of se- 
lection and forced attrition, and an over 
hauling of the efficiency report system. 

Representative John J. 
Alabama, a leader of the strong minority 
group which blocked the original “vitali- 
zation” bill, told the House last week that 
he thinks “the provisions of our law 
should be tightened up in order that the 
oflicer would be required to render effi- 
cient service.” 

“IT believe,” he continued, “I am correct 
in saying that the officials of the War De 
partment are in sympathy with that view, 
and I am certainly hopeful that they will 
submit to this Congress some proposed 
plan for putting that into effect.” 

Representative Thomas FE. Martin of 
Jowa, another of the minority group 
which helped draft the current bill, told 
the House that, “if this bill is enacted in 
to law, we will be free to turn our atten 
tion to other pressing problems in the per- 
sonnel field that have thus far been de- 
liberately kept out of the bill here under 
consideration.” 

Mr. Martin, in discussing this week 
possible further legislation and adminis- 
trative action, emphasized that there 
must be no hasty or arbitrary action by

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Senators Act to Alter 
Army Promotion Bill 


Despite persistent efforts on the part 
of Senator Morris Sheppard, Chairman of 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee, 
to bring the Army promotion bill to the 
floor of the Senate, parliamentary con- 
siderations and prior committments by 
majority leader Senator Alben Barkley, 
of Ky., blocked the measure from Sen- 
ate consideration this week. 

Senator Sheppard conferred with Sena 
tor Barkley several times each day in an 
effort to bring the measure up out of 
order, without avail. As the Senate re 
cessed over the week-end, to meet again 
on Monday, 6 May, Senator Sheppard ex- 
pressed the conviction that the bill would 
receive Senate consideration before the 
week was out. 

Meanwhile, Senator Sheppard = an 
nounced that he has an amendment which 
he will seek to have placed on the bill on 
the floor of the Senate, This amendment 
provides for the promotion of every offi 
cer of the grade of colonel, heretofore or 
hereafter retired, who was during time of 
war officially recommended for promotion 
to brigadier general in writing by a major 
general or higher commander, or who 
was during peace oflicially placed on the 
eligible list for brigadier general by a 
hoard of general officers appointed for 
that purpose, to the rank of brigadier 
general on the retired list without In- 
creased pay or allowances. Such officers 
would be required to make application 
for such promotion, 

Senator Sheppard this week retierated 
his belief that the bill will meet with little 
or no opposition in the Senate, if the par- 
liamentary impasse can be cleared, 

The text of the amendment offered by 
Senator Sheppard as follows: “Pro- 
vided, That every otlicer of the grade of 
colonel, heretofore or hereafter retired, 
who was during wur officially recom- 
mended for promotion to brigadier gen- 
eral in writing by «a major general or 
higher commander, or who was during 
peace officially placed on the eligible list 
for brigadier generals by the board of 
general officers appointed for that pur- 
pose, shall upon application be placed on 
the retired list with rank of brigadier 
general, without increased pay or allow- 
ances,” 

Senator Johnson, of late this 
week introduced a series of amendments 
to the promotion bill, which he will seek 
to have approved when the Senate con 
siders the measure. 

The first of these would add to the 
proviso limiting the number of promo- 
tion list colonels to seven hundred and 
five, the following language, “unless a 
greater number is necessary in order to 
make available a suflicient number of 
colonels eligible for troop commands.” 

The second would add to the section 
providing for the promotion of majors 
and lieutenant colonels, which now reads 
“Provided further, that promotion-list 
majors and lieutenant colonels shall not 
be promoted to the respective grades of 
lieutenant colonel and colonel until they 
have completed respectively six years’ 
and five years’ continuous commissioned 
service under permanent appointments in

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Press Generally Condemns Adm. Taussig for Discussing Foreign Policy 


Every shade of opinion was expressed by editors on Rear Adm. Joseph K. Taussig’s 
testimony before the Senate Naval Affairs Committee. He's wrong, said some editors. 
Said others, he’s right but a naval officer he had no right to talk. Said others yet, he’s 
wrong, and should not have talked. One editor defended Admiral Taussig, stated that 


he was misquoted, 


Stutes the Baltimore, Md., Sun, “It ought to be reasonably obvious to any thought- 
ful person that this is a poor time for a responsible naval officer to suggest that war 
with Japan is inevitable under certain conditions. . . 

“Maybe Admiral Taussig’s theory is true and maybe it isn’t. Only the future can 
tell. But with the stresses and strains of something like world-wide war wearing on 
the nerves of all of us, the important thing for responsible officials to do is to guard 
their tongues. It is equally important that Congressional committees dealing with 
such inflammable material bear in mind its dangers. Admiral Taussig could have been 
made his statement in a closed session as well as in a public one... 

“Even the State Department... has had to remind... that the foreign policy of 
the United States is not made by naval officers.” 


The New York Times concurs. “The Navy Department has promptly and properly 
disclaimed responsibility for the opinion expressed by Rear Admiral J. K. Taussig .. . 
The disclaimer undoes some but not all of the harm caused by a political statement 
which no American admiral or general on active duty has a right to make and which 
nv committee of Congress ought to solicit. 

“War can be declared by vote of Congress, and in no other way. A Congressional 
committee conscious of its own responsibilities would never have asked or tolerated 
a stutement from any naval or army officer as to whether this Congress or some future 
Congress would or should declare war on Japan.” 


Reminds the Philadelphia, Pa., Record, “Rear Admiral Joseph K. Taussig made 
a slip of the tongue Monday ufter he gave his prepared testimony. He said; ‘I'm just 
trying to keep us out of peace,’ 

“If those (statements) are made and repeated often enough by persons in high 
places and if the American people can be led into believing them-——we'll be kept out of 
peace, all right... 

“Our interests and Japan’s do conflict in China, in the Pacific, in immigration 
policy and at dozens of other points. But our interests and Great Britain’s conflict ; 
our interests and Russia's conflict; in fact, the interests of all nations conflict with 
those of all other nations at some point or another. If we say that we must inevitably 
fight every nation, except those weak ones which would bow to our policy, then we as 
well as Japan must be seeking world domination.” 


The New York Evening Post chimes in, “The familiar and insidious doctrine of 
the ‘inevitability’ of United States participation in war turns up again, The idea that 
we must be drawn into war, following some irresistible suction, is a false one. Often 


it is advanced by those who think our participation wouldn't be such a bad idea , 

“But the argument of (Admiral Taussig) runs too fast and too thin. It is possible 
that the 13-year-old note is not a sure fire indication of Japan’s future foreign policy, 
Perhaps the present course of events in China shows that Japan has already had ay 
adequate mouthful of world conquest. Conceivably the Congress of the United States 
might vote that Japanese occupation of the Philippines would not be worth the cost of 
war.” 


The Washington, D. C., Post, points out, “As in the case of Minister Cromwell, the 
issue is not whether the remarks of Admiral Taussig are justified. It is a question of 
the desirability of having subordinate officers broadcast their personal views without 
regard to the policy of the Government they serve. It is, in short, a question of dis 
cipline. 

“Tactlessness in this respect is the more surprising on the part of Admira! 
Taussig, a professional sailor, then in the case of Mr. Cromwell, an amateur diplomat,” 





The Detroit, Mich., News observes, “A congressional committee is quite withig 
its rights in calling ranking naval officers as experts. These officers might on request 
inform Congress of the cost of proposed fortifications and the time needed for erecting 
them. But when they rashly express opinions about matters that belong strictly to 
administration and diplomacy, they should be silenced authoritatively.” 


“Rear Admiral Joseph K. Taussig,” says the Cheyenne, Wyo., Tribune, “ ‘spoke out 
in meeting’ tactlessly ... and the Navy Department’s disclaimer of responsibility for 
the utterance is advisable, but the admiral expressed an opinion which is general jy 
the country.” 


The Philadelphia, Pa., Ledger declares, “Admiral Taussig does not say that war 
with Japan is imminent or even inevitable. He says, in fact: ‘Should we build im- 
pregnable bases und maintain our fleet at the 5-3 ratio... we would probably insure 
that peace is maintained and, therefore, no war action would be necessary.’ In other 
words, Admiral Taussig’s ‘inescapable war’ with Japan is founded upon an ‘if.’ 

“So the only valid criticism of Admiral Taussig’s expression of personal opinion 
is that it is provocative.” 


“The United States doesn’t want a war with Japan,” says the St. Louis, Mo. 
Globe-Democrat, “Secretary of State Hull has spoken vigorously in several notes to 
Tokyo in regard to the invasion of American rights incident to the ‘new order in Asia,’ 
He has warned but has not threatened. The indiscretions of men like Admiral Taussig 
make his task of preserving the peace more difficult.”

Representative Sparkman 
was equally positive in his declaration of 
the need for more efliciency, but likewise 
emphasized the need for well considered 
action. Mr. Sparkman said that one of 
the prime necessities, from his point of 
view, is for more stringent “B” board op- 
eration. He suggested that the law might 
be amended to place final action on “B" 
bourd cases in the hands of a board com- 
posed of the Secretary of War, the Chief 
of Staff and the Adjutant General, rather 
than in the hands of the President. This, 
he said, would minimize the effect of poli- 
tical pressure, 

Mr. Sparkman also suggested more 
stringent physical examinations and gen- 
eral stiffening of all requirements. 

Representative Martin said that study 
should proceed along three lines which 
he said have become evident in the recent 
promotion studies. The lines to be ex- 
plored, he said, include: 

The possibility of providing advance- 
ment by selection for between 3 and 5 
percent of the promotions of captains, 
majors, and lieutenant colonels, Then 
promotion by selection might be made 
before the service limits set in the new 
promotion law. These selections might 
be made for outstanding service on the 
basis of efliciency reports. 

The possibility of writing into law 
a requirement for a mild forced attri- 
tion, of perhaps one percent, based on a 
more stringent “B” board law. 

Consideration of a revision of the 
form of oflicers’ efliciency records in 
order to obtain a more accurate picture 
of the abilities, qualifications and efli- 
ciency of the officers of the Army upon 
which to base further promotion re- 
forms. 

In connection with the first of these 
suggestions, Mr. Martin said he is con- 
vinced there should be some concrete re- 





tation, but contended it is one of the few 
methods by which merit can be recog- 
nized. , 

A slight degree of selection, he held, 
would not work hardship on the promo- 
tion list as a whole and would have a 
beneficial effect both on the morale of the 
ollicers of the Army and also on the efli- 
ciency of the service. 

In connection with the second line of 
thought, Mr. Martin stated that forced 
attrition, which he emphasized should be 
very “mild,” would serve to prevent un- 
due laxness in performance of duty. 

Regarding his last suggestion, he said 
that if a more complete and accurate pic- 
ture of the officer group could be ob- 
tained, it would serve as a much more 
sound basis than is at present available 
for the promulgation and enforcement of 
laws and regulations for the increased ef- 
licieney of the Army. 

Mr. Martin was whole-hearted in his 
praise for the War Department’s part in 
drafting the length-of-service bill. He 
said cooperation had been excellent and 
that he has been assured of aid in gain- 
ing Congressional action on additional 
legislation. 

Ile said that after Congressional ad- 
journment he will continue to contact the 
officers of the War Department, who are 
now engaged in further studies looking 
toward the revision of personnel laws. 





Philippine Travel Pay Bill 

The Philippine Travel Pay Bill, H.R. 
280, which provides for the payment of 
travel pay and allowances for officers and 
men of the Volunteer services who re- 
mained in service in the Philippines in 
1899 beyond their term of enlistment in 
order to quell the insurrectionists, was 
passed over the President’s veto this week 
by Congress. Two-thirds majority in both 
houses approved the measure after the 
President had returned it without his 
signature. Passage of the measure marks 
the end of a congressional fight that has 
endured for nearly 40 years.

“The purpose of the amendment to Section 
13, subsection (a) of Public No. 703, Seventy 
fifth Congress, increasing from eight to nine 
the number of vacancies that must occur an 
nually in the grade of rear admiral also can 
be attained without legislation. 

“IT fully approve the thought that it is de 
sirable to speed up the retirement of rear 
admirals and general officers of the Marine 
Corps in order to create a quicker flow of 
promotion for younger men.

Officers placed on furlough 
receive half pay and no allowances, and I 
anticipate that any rear admirals about to be 
placed on furlough will request voluntary re- 
tirement in order to become entitled to three 
fourths pay. . 

“As Commander-in-Chief, therefore, Tin 
tend, after consultation with the chief of 
Naval Operations, the Commander in Chief 
of the United States Fleet and the Command- 
er Battle Forces United States Fleet, to ex 
ercise this authority by furloughing a suffi- 
cient number of our rear admirals whose re 
tirement will immediately cause an annual 
average of at least nine vacancies in that 
grade, It is entirely possible that I may fur- 
lough one or two more. Thus the intention 
of this Act will be carried out without legis- 
lation. 

“The third provision would grant to Briga- 
dier General James J. Meade, U. S. Marine 
Corps, Retired, and to this officer alone, an 
increase of $1500 per annum in the amount of 
his retired pay. It is true that this provi- 
sion is discriminatory. A technical construc- 
tion of the law, however, based on one very 
old precedent, may be legally correct but this 
construction is, I think, contrary to the in- 
tent of the Congress. I would, therefore, ap- 
prove of this increase of $1500 per annum in

Endorse Garand Rifle 

Secretary of War Harry H. Woodring 
this week, in a letter to the House Appro- 
priations Committee, expressed his com- 
plete and unqualified approval of the 
Garand rifle and presented to the commit- 
tee reports from Gen. George C. Marshall, 
Chief of Staff, and from divisions 
equipped with the new arm now in the 
field. 


Secretary Woodring, in his letter to 
Representative Edward T. Taylor, of 
Colo. Chairman of the Appropriations 


Committee, stated : 

“Referring to my letter of 9 April, 1940, 
on the subject of the M-1 semi-automatie rifle, 
and responsive to the expressed desires of the 
Appropriations Committee, T am pleased to 
forward herewith a full report of investiga- 
tion by the General Staff on the same sub- 
ject. This report, which has my unqualified 
approval, is based on a thorough study of 
War Department records and on the full re 
ports of all divisions now in the field. 

“I trust that the accompanying papers to 
gether with those previously furnished will 
completely satisfy the Appropriations Com 
mittee as to the soundness of the War De- 
partment’s position on this important sub 
ject and will definitely remove any appre 
hension on the part of members of your 
committee regarding the comparative effec 
tiveness of the M-1 semi-automatic rifle.” 

General Marshall in his report staunch 
ly defended the new rifle and cited the 
report of the Infantry Board endorsing 
the weapon. Concerning the adoption of 
M-2 ammunition, he said that the Infan- 
try Board had found that the M-1 am- 
munition had such long range that it 
proved difficult to find suitable firing 
areas for its use. The use of M-2 am- 
munition in light machine guns is justi- 
fied, he said, due to the fact that the 81 
mm mortar removes the need for long 
range machine gun fire. General Marshall 
stated in part: 

“With the advent of the infantry 81 mm 
mortar the question arose as to whether long 
range machine gun fire was necessary. Con- 
sequently in March 1939 the Infantry Board 
conducted tests at Fort Benning with the &1 
mm mortar and machine guns firing both the 
M-1 ammunition and the M-2 ammunition. 

“The Board reported that ‘Adoption of M 
2 ammunition will reduce the effectiveness of 
machine guns in the following: 

“a. Ability to penetrate. 

“‘b, Ability to effectively fire on targets 
over 2400 yards. 

“It would permit: 

“a. Longer life of barrel and parts. 

“‘h Searching of more area on reverse 
slopes, 

“ec. The use of one type of cal, 30 ball 
cartridges in all infantry weapons. 

“‘d. More latitude in selecting firing posi- 
tions.’ 

“A statement was made that there will be 
tare occasions for machine guns at distant 
ranges and that M-2 ammunition is suffi 
tlently good in range and penetration to do 
the normal expected work on the battle 
feld, * * © 

“The reports from the field subcommittee to 
the committee involve forces employing 18, 
0 rifles which have been used in known 
ranges and combat practice. These reports 
tonfirm the statements of the Chief of In- 
fantry in his letter to the Chief of Ordnance 
dated April 2, 1940. 

“Briefly, these are as follows, with con 
firmation noted, 

“a. Due to the increased rate of fire it can 
lake advantage of fleeting targets which pre 
‘ent themselves in battle. Confirmed by com 
bat practice in divisions. 

“b. The battle fire of the soldier is much 
"ore accurate due to the fact that the rifle 
ran be held on the target and the aim not 
disturbed by reloading as is the case with the 
1M3 rifle, 

“ec. The fatigue of firing is very much re- 
dueed. Confirmed by all reports. 

“d. The more rapid rate of fire and the

ability to hold the piece continually on the 
target greatly increase the efficiency of anti- 
aircraft fire. This is a matter of opinion not 
yet based on actual target practice but con- 
firmed by opinions by ist division and 6th 
division, It is a reasonable assumption as 
everyone knows that it is better to fire at a 
duck with a shotgun than a rifle, 

“e. The reduced recoil and elimination of 
bolt manipulation in rapid fire greatly re- 
duces the training time (about 50%) required 
to produce an efficient rifleman. Confirmed by 
experience in all divisions. Offset to a minor 
degree in that more time is apparently needed 
for instruction in care and cleaning. 

“f. The ballistic accuracy is the same as 
that of the 1903 rifle but with the larger peep 
sight for battlefield effect its target range 
accuracy may not equal that of the 1903 rifle. 
Reports indicate that target range accuracy 
is the same up to 500 yards but that hits in 
combat practice are very much greater with 
the semiautomatic rifte. 

“g. The M-1 rifle has been favorably re 
ceived throughout the service. This is con- 
firmed by all reports to the effect that this 
rifle is definitely supertéor in its combat ef 
ficiency to the M-1903 rifle. 

“It also appears from these reports that all 
division commanders would prefer to have 
their troops in action equipped with the M- 
1 rifle rather than the M-1903 Springfield 
rifle. As one division commander states: 
‘The psychological effect of the increased fire 
power is of great combat value.’ Another 
states that ‘U. S. infantrymen would as soon 
think of going back to muzzle loaders. He is 
now the best armed soldier in the world.’ 

“The chief of staff agrees with his com 
manders in the field that the adoption of the 
M-1 caliber 30 semiautomatic rifle as a stand 
ard shoulder weapon to replace the M-1903 
Springfield rifle has been fully justified.” 

Below are quoted the reports transmit- 
ted to the General Staff from the divisions 
in the field, in response to a War Depart 
ment request. 


First Division 

“Report to Adjutant General on comparison 
of combat efficiency of Garand and Spring 
field rifles, 

“Advantages—Garand. 

“a. The M-1 rifle has rapidity of fire which 
is especially valuable for antiaircraft fire, 
close-in aimed fire against personnel, and area 
fire against personnel at ranges from 500 to 
1,000 yards, 

“hb. The recoil of the M-+ rifle is so reduced 
that no physical injury results to the firer, 
and the imparting of instructions is there 
fore facilitated, 

“ce. The automatic ejection and reloading 
of the M-1 rifle not only assists in maintain 
ing a continuous aim but greatly reduces 
fatigue in the operation of the rifle. 

“d. The additional three rounds in each clip 
provide sixty per cent more fire for the Gar 
and before reloading is necessary. 

“Advantages” Springfield 1908. 

“a. For rifle competitions the Springfield, 
being a point weapon, is superior, particular 
ly at ranges over 500 yards. 

“b. The clips for the Springfield are lighter 
and are more easily handled. 

“ce. There are fewer maintenance problems 
with the 1908 rifle. 

“Disadvantages —Garand. 

“an. Due to the semiautomatic fire, the am 
munition expenditure may be much increased, 

“hb. Cleaning the weapon is more difficult 


and damage to the breach mechanism may 
result unless particular training has been 
given. 


«. Beyond ranges of 500 yards the weapon 
is not as accurate. 

“d. The clip holding the cartridges must be 
londed by the units and is not expendable. 

“Disadvantages Springtield 1905, 

“a. The manipulation of the bolt of the 
Springtield causes fatigue and greatly reduces 
the accuracy of the firer 

“bh. The manipulation of the bolt) greatly 
reduces the effectiveness of the fire against 
aircraft and also the rate of fire for any tar 
get. 

“! The general consensus in the Ist divi 
sion is that the adoption of the Garand rifle 
has resulted in a distinet increase in combat 
efficiency.”

“1. Reference radiogram, War Department, 
April 3, 1940, concerning views on rifle, calibre 
30 MI, the following report is submitted: 

“a. It is the concensus of opinion of my 
self, the Chief of the Infantry Section, and 
the commanders of the 4th, 7th, and 15th In 
fantry regiments, that the rifle, ealibre 30 
M1, is greatly superior in combat efficiency to 
the rifle, calibre 320, Model 1908, and is a 
highly satisfactory Infantry weapon 

“b. The 3rd Division has had a brief ex 
perience of two months with the rifle, calibre 
30 M1. During this time 3,000 men-—three In 
fantry regiments—fired recorded courses and 
combat firing and the following statistical 
data has been obtained which it will be ob 
served fully substantiates the views expressed 
above, 


“(1) The repairs and the replacement of 





parts in the case of the Garand rifle have not 
exceeded the repairs and replacement of parts 
characteristic of equal quantity and variety 
of firing with the Springfield. 

“(2) While firing on the target range, fail- 
ures to complete strings of rapid fire, common 
with the Springfield, due to broken clips, 
did not occur with the Garand rifle. 

“(3) The Garand rifle is more effective in 
combat than the Springfield because the firer 
can lie motionless whereas the firer of the 
Springfield has to operate the bolt, thereby 
moving his arm and tending to disturb his 
position and disclose himself to the enemy. 
The firer of the Springfield, even though well 
trained, often removes his eye from the target 
while operating the bolt, thereby losing time 
and often completely losing the target. 

“(4) With the Garand rifle it is easier for 
the firer to set his rear sight accurately be- 
cause he does not have to remember sight 
corrections for the various ranges as he does 
with the Springfield, 

“(5) With the Garand rifle, lack of recoil 
results in less flinching and consequent in- 
crease of accuracy of fire under combat con- 
ditions. 

“(6) Due to greater capacity of the clips, 
greater ease of operation, and greater rapid- 
ity of fire, a larger volume of fire was de- 
livered during combat practice with the Gar- 
and than with the Springfield, 

“(7) During combat practice a greater per- 
centage of hits to rounds fired was attained 
with the Garand than with the Springfield. 

“(8) The sights, both front and rear, of the 
Garand are superior for combat practice fir 
ing to those of the Springfield. 

“(9) The following tests were conducted 
under identical conditions, Two regular 
eight-man rifle squads were selected, One was 
armed with the Springfield. The targets con 
sisted of “F” silhouettes which were moved 
back and forth across the front at a range 
of 300 yards at the speed of marching troops. 
Kach target continued to move until it was 


hit and was then withdrawn. The firing 
was done from a kneeling position, Results 
were as follows:

Garand 12 1 min, 21 see, 86 
Springfield & nO see, 8 
Garand & 40 see. ne 


“(10) The following is a summary of re 
sults of record firing on the known distance 
range of the 7th Infantry with the Garand 
rifle. These results are considered satisfac 
tory inasmuch as this regiment began its 
record firing within two weeks after the rifle 
was issued to it:

“(11) The mechanical functioning of the 


Garand rifle is considered satisfactory, There 
were a few breakages of firing pins due to a 
considerable amount of dry firing while train 
ing for markmanship. Modification of train 
ing procedure reduced these breakages to a 
very low figure, 

“(12) From my personal observation I find 
that the enlisted personnel of the Division 
armed with the new rifle find it entirely satis 
factory and are greatly pleased with the re 
sults they are obtaining with it. This applies 
both to enlisted men of long service and to 
young soldiers who have only fired the 
Springfield one or two years. As has been 
mentioned above this new weapon has been 
in the hands of the division for only a short 
period, but I think that we are all satisfied 
that with further opportunity to use it, the 
Garand will prove to be a much superior com 
bat weapon to the old Springtield.”

“1. After observation of the firing of the 
Garand rifle, both on the known distance 
range and on the combat firing range, it is 
my opinion that this rifle is definitely su 
perior to the Model 1908 Springfield for com 
bat for the following reasons: 

“a. The Garand rifle has reduced the time 
necessary to train a satisfactory military shot 
approximately 50 percent, 

“b. Within the ranges of ordinary military 
combat firing, the Garand rifle is as accurate 
as the 1908 Springfield. 

“e During critical phases of combat, the 
Garand rifle is capable of delivering three 
times the volume of effective fire of the bolt 
operated weapon. 

“d. Men are much less fatigued after firing 
the semi-automatic rifle over long periods of 
time than they are after firing the Spring- 
field. 

“2. The number of malfunctions have been 
negligible. 

“3. All infantry company officers consulted 
are enthusiastic about the performance of the 
new type rifle.”

Sixth Division 

“1. a. The three infantry regiments of this 
division have completed known distance fir- 
ing and have conducted musketry and com- 
bat firing with the Garand rifle. 

“b. The few mechanical difficulties experi- 
enced were caused by lack of proper lubrica- 
tion and the newness of the rifle rather than 
by mechanical defects. A few failures to feed 
or to eject properly were due to cartridge 
clips being worn, warped or bent. All of 
these defects were easily corrected. In no 
case was trouble experienced when a new 
clip was used, 

“e, Under windy and very dusty conditions 
in Wyoming, the Garand rifle did not fail to 
fire due to sand or dust, 

“d. Under the severe conditions of rapid 
fire the rifle suffered fewer jams than the 
1003 rifle, 

“e. The recoil of the Garand rifle is much 
less than that of the 1908 rifle, and new men 
can be more easily taught in its proper use 
without the necessity of overcoming the ten 
dency to flinch, as is the case with the 1908 
rifle. 

“f. The Garand rifle is a better weapon for 
antiaircraft fire. 

“g. There is no question but that more 
aimed shots can be fired within a given 
length of time with the Garand rifle than 
with the 1008 rifle, thus permitting greater 
fire power, 

“h. The Individual soldier is capable of 
maintaining sustained fire with practically 
no evidence of fatigue. 

‘2. The unanimous opinion of the three 
regimental commanders and the chief of in- 
fantry section is that the combat efficiency 
of the Garand rifle is much greater than that 
of the 10083 Springtield rifle. In this I concur.”

President Speaks On Air Defense 

President Roosevelt’ yesterday stated 
that evolution of the war plane as a dan- 
gerous weapon against warships will not 
delay America’s naval expansion pro- 
gram. 

The President stated that we are learn- 
ing lessons from the European war and 
may have to improve both ships and 
planes, but there is no cause for alarm, 
he said, pointing out that defensive and 
offensive weapons always follow the same 
process of evolution. 

Referring to airplanes, the President 
said that we have had to design heavier 
guns, bullet proof tanks, and other arma 
ment improvements. He indicated a belief 
that offensive-defensive weapons and 
armor will be developed shortly to offset 
any temporary advantage enjoyed by 
heavy bombing planes over war ships, but 
did not indicate whether the improve- 
ments might be more efficient antiaircraft 
guns, heavier armor, or revised structural 
desigus, such as Secretary Edison this 
week indicated might be necessary. 

There is very little information from 
the warring nations, the President said, 
but our intelligence services are assem- 
bling data as rapidly as possible and this 
country will keep up with all techno 
logical advances. 

We are now spending probably more 
for National Defense than at any time in 
history, Mr. Roosevelt said, with produc- 
tion facilities so over-taxed in some cases 
that it was pointless to appropriate more 
money. He indicated that he is satistied 
with the current defense program and 
stated that he does not propose to ask 
Congress for any additional appropria 
tions at this time. 





Provisional Officers Bill 
The Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee this week reported favorably the bill, 
S$. 458, which extends to provisional, pro- 
bationary or temporary officers of the 
World War the benefits of the Emergency 
Officers’ Retirement Act of 24 May, 1928.

President Franklin D. Roosevelt this 
week asked Congress to appropriate $13,- 
000,000 and provide contract authoriza- 
tion in the amount of $5,000,000 for the 
procurement of critical items of equip- 
ment for the Army’s Initial Protective 
lorce. 

The Quartermaster Corps would get 
$791,673, the Signal Corps would get $7,- 
531,622, the Medical Department $20,736, 
the Corps of Engineers $505,277 and the 
Ordnance Department $4,150,602 of the 
$13,000,000 appropriation. The contract 
uuthorizations would be divided, $1,400,- 
(4) going to the Signal Corps and $3,- 
600,000 to the Ordnance Department. In. 
transmitting the supplemental estimates, 
the President said: 

“There was submitted in the Budget for 
1941 estimates totaling $37,000,000 for the 
procurement of critical items of equipment. 
‘To this amount there was added by the House 
of Representatives, in its passage of the War 
Department military appropriation bill for 
141, the sum of $14,250,000, by the transfer 
of this amount from the item for ‘Educa- 
tional Orders.’ Thus the military appropria- 
tion bill, as now before the Senate Commit 
tee on Appropriations, provides a total of 
$51,250,000 for critical items of equipment and 
leuves a shortage in the requirements for such 
equipment amounting to $24,750,000, The 
umount covered by the above estimates, total- 
ing $18,000,000, is for items of the highest 
priority to De applied against such shortage. 
Of this amount, $7,830,485 is required for the 
Regular Army and $10,160,515 for the National 
Guard.” 





General Patrick Honored 

The Executive Committee of The So- 
ciety of American Military Engineers, at 
its meeting on 29 April, elected as its 
second honorary life member Maj. Gen. 
Mason M. Patrick, according to an an- 
nouncement by Col. J. Monroe Johnson, 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce, and 
Acting President of The Society.

Gieneral Patrick is a charter member of 
The Society and has taken a very active 
interest in its affairs. He was its Presi- 
dent in 1980, and for some years has been 
au member of its Board of Direction.

Army’s baseball team got under way 
again last week, after being rained out 
for two consecutive weeks, with some- 
what dire results. 

Previously successful over Harvard, 
Brown and Princeton, the Cadets were 
dumped from the ranks of the unde- 
feated by Lafayette College of Haston, 
Pa., with a 4-0 reversal on 24 April 
and on 27 April Penn State took them 
over by a score of 9 to 3 The tennis 
team, which defeated Brown in its 
opener, also lost to the University of 
Miami, 1-6, and to Princeton, 2-7, on the 
same dates. Cadet Richard G. Tindall, 
second classman and All-Army doubles 
and singles champion, won his games in 
straight sets in both matches. Tindall is 
the son of Lt. Col. Richard G. Tindall 
(Inf.) now stationed in Washington. 

Only in track was the outlook particu- 
larly illuminating. Opening against 
Brown the team rolled up a score of 
06% to 294%, and Bill Gillis, 1940 Army 
football Captain, succeeded in equalling 
the Academy high hurdle record of 14.8 
seconds. On the same day Ralph Ross 
and John Guckeyson achieved spectacu- 
lar victories at the Penn Relays in Phila- 
delphia. Ross, a First Classman, broke 
the carnival pole vault record by 1% 
inches to clear the bar at 14 feet 2% 
inches, while Guckeyson, a yearling now 
in his last year of eligibility, won the 
javelin throw at 208 feet 4% inches, on 
the first toss. 

In the meet with Brown the Cadets 
won every event except the 220 yard dash 
and the pole vault, which would indi- 
cate an unusually successful Spring 
season, 

Two skeet shooting teams, attending 
the Second annual intercollegiate cham- 
pionships in Stratford, Connecticut, last 
Saturday, came away with a third and 
fourth place. The first team, composed 
of Cadets FE. V. Yates, BE. K. Walters, 
T. L. Kaiser, R. C. Cameron and ID. V. 
Thompson, came within four points of 
last year’s record with 224, but Prince- 
ton's brilliant 240 and Yale’s 232, dropped 
them to third position.

29th Inf. Rifle Champs 


Victor in hotly contested telegraphic 
small bore rifle matches fired during the 
last two months by teams from forty-five 
regiments, the 29th Infantry at Ft. Ben- 
ning, Ga., has been declared the service 
champions for 1940. Word to this effect 
has just been received by Col. Oscar W. 
Griswold, regimental commander. 

At the same time that it was announced 
from the headquarters of the National 
Rifle Association that the Ft. Benning 
organization had won top place in the 
regimental team matches, it was disclosed 
that Company I of the 20th stood second 
in the national company team rifle 
matches, and that Sergeant A. Topper of 
Company I, 67th Infantry, also at Ft. 
Benning had scored second from the top 
in the individual .22 caliber military pis- 
tol championship matches. 

The matches, conducted annually by 
the National Rifle Association and the 
National Board for the Promotion of 
Rifle Practice, were fired this year be 
tween 1 February and 24 April. They 
were open to teams from the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, Coast Guard, National 
Guard, Naval Militia, Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, and units of the Organized Re- 
serves. Teams fire at their own stations, 
with a member of the National Associa- 
tion scoring results and telegraphing 
them to National Headquarters in Wash- 
ington. 

The 29th Infantry won the regimental 
rifle match with a score of 1900, Lt. KE. L. 
Clarke was oflicer in charge of the regi- 
mental team, and St. Sgt. Frank Palmer 
was coach. Team members were Sgt. 
Lynn H. Clements, Sgt. J. M. Miller, Set. 
C, 1. Harlow, St. Sgt. I. hE. Doucet, Corp. 
A. Beck, Sgt. R. O. Brown, Corp, L. Fut 
rell, Sgt. N. Cutshaw, and Sgt. R. Whit- 
mire. 

The second place score of Company I of 
the 29th Infantry in the company team 
rifle match was 1862. Composing the Com- 
pany I team were: Ist Set. Leo Dawson, 
Set. John I’. Harlow, Sgt. Albert Puckett, 


Set. Aubry Deavours, and Pfe. Sylva 
Moore, There were 272 entries in this 
match. 


With a seore of 379 Set. J. Miller, Com- 
pany L, 29th Infantry won third place in 
the individual rifle matches, in which 125 
persons competed. 

The second place score of Sgt. Topper, 
Company IF, 67th Infantry, in the indi- 
vidual caliber .22 pistol matches was 277. 
There were 23 entries. Cpl. O. Weinmas- 
ter, Company IF, 67th Infantry, won 
fourth place in the same match with a 
score of 273. 





General Praises Cooperation 

General George (. Marshall, Army 
Chief of Staff, returning from a short in- 
spection of IV Corps Maneuvers at Ft. 
Benning, Ga., declared this week that he 
was most favorably impressed by the 
cooperation between the Infantry and the 
Vield Artillery. 

The Infantry-Artillery team, General 
Marshall declared, has become such in 
actuality. Through training together a 
high degree of mutual aid has been de- 
veloped. In many cases the General re- 
ported Field Artillery moving up assists 
the Infantry by transporting some of the 
men on the prime movers. 

Another result of the maneuvers has 
been to give the new semiautomatic rifle 
thorough testing under service conditions 
by huge masses of troops. Results, ac- 
cording to reports of commanders of 
units of all sizes, have been eminently 
satisfactory. 

General Marshall stated this week that 
he would make an extensive visit to the 
Army phase of the maneuvers in the Sa- 
bine River area. He will leave Washing- 
ton about 10-15 May, he said, and remain 
until 27 May. 


Third Army Maneuvers 

Having completed its Corps training 
program, the IV Corps, under command 
of Maj. Gen. Walter C. Short, at Ft. Bey 
ning, Ga., will start moving shortly to. 
ward the Army Maneuver area in Louisi 
ana where the Third Army exercises wil] 
be held. The IX Corps, under Maj. Gep,. 
Walter Krueger, will move to East Texas 
to take part in the Army exercises. 

The situation is as follows : 

Blue (East) is a small nation which 
has a common boundary line at the Sa 
bine River (La.-Texas) with another 
small nation, Red (West). 

Blue (Bast) has a small Regular Army 
(40,000) consisting of three motorized Ip 
fantry Divisions, a mechanized Brigade, 
Corps and Army troops, normally scat 
tered in small garrisons throughout the 
country. 

Red (West) has an even smaller (30, 
000) Regular Army consisting of one 
motorized Infantry Division and one 
Cavalry Division (horse) in addition to 
Corps and Army troops. These troops, 
however, are highly trained, having been 
concentrated by division in division gar- 
risons and continuously maneuvered as 
divisions in observation along the Red 
(southern) border. 

Boundary disputes, local border inei- 
dents and alien minorities have resulted 
in continual and increasing tension be 
tween the two nations. 

During the winter of 19389-1940 Blue 
(Kast) alarmed by the state of the armed 
forces concentrated its Regular Army into 
divisional training areas for intensive 
divisional training and reconcentrated its 
divisions in Georgia for Corps maneuvers 
during the period 18 April to 27 April. 

During the same winter Red (West) 
continued its usual intensive divisional 
training at divisional garrison towns. 
Suddenly, however, on 20 April, the Red 
government provocatively announced it 
would hold its spring Corps maneuvers 
just west of the Sabine River. (Red and 
Blue boundary). 

The Blue (East) government became 
alarmed, increased the garrison at its 
border town of Alexandria, La., and an 
nounced 1 May that it would move its IV 
Provisional Corps from its training area 
in Georgia to the vicinity of Alexandria, 
La., for large scale maneuvers.

Secretary Woodring’s Plans

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New Type Ships Needed: Edison 


A picture of the need for drastic re- 
visions in the design of naval vessels to 
combat the menace of aerial bombers was 
painted for newspapermen 1 May by Sec- 
retary of the Navy Charles Edison who 
had just returned from an extensive trip 
as an observer of Fleet Problem XXI and 
un inspection of West Coast naval facili- 
ties. 

At present, the airplane has a superior- 
ity over the warship, Mr. Edison. stated, 
not because it can sink the surface vessel, 
but because its bombs can disrupt activi- 
ties on the topside of the surface vessel, 
destroying communications, putting anti- 
aircraft guns out of commission and caus- 
ing extensive casualities among topside 
personnel, 

The Secretary stated that he believed 
this superiority could be “neutralized” by 
proper design, that the placing of the 
guns of the new destroyers in turrets was 
a move in that direction. However, as far 
as existing tonnage is concerned, little be- 
sides minor changes can be made, as the 
problem of antiaircraft defense involves 
major changes in design. Though ships 
cun be made safe against airplanes, the 
latter definitely have made certain types 
of fleet operations so hazardous as to be 
usually impracticable. One type of opera- 
tion referred to was understood as being 
operations close offshore from enemy 
plane bases, 

Redesign, the Secretary said, must take 
the form of furnishing adequate protec- 
tion to men, guns and communications and 
of removing all objects, or of redesign- 
ing them, if they are liable to splinter 
when struck by bombs and so become 
projectiles themselves. 

Also involved is the provision of more 
armor on deck and on the bottom—prob- 
ubly at the expense of some of the armor 
belt along a vessel's side, 

The future naval vessel, officials stated 
following the conference, might well have 
the appearance of a whale-backed craft, 
with conning tower and gun turrets pro- 
jecting like “pillboxes.” However, Mr. 
Edison emphasized that study must be 
given the problem, that it must not be 
gone into blindly. 

Our later ships, Mr. Edison pointed out, 
were given much more protection from 
antiaircraft than those built before air 
power developed, but we haven't gone far 
enough, he said. 

The Secretary revealed that he had 
been a “casualty” during the war games 
in the Hawaii area. The destroyer War- 
rington, one of the six types of vessels 
from which he observed activities, was 
“sunk” by shellfire in a night attack. 
Previously, Mr. Edison had been aboard 
the Pennsylvania when the battleship was 
“messed up pretty badly” in an action,

were at the utmost in efficiency. At the 
sume time the games disclosed some de- 
fects in the naval organization, princi- 
pally in matters of supply, both ashore 
and afloat. Speaking of the latter, the 
Secretary pointed out that upon resump- 
tion of building in 1933, the Navy “had 
concentrated on the punch end first’— 
fighting ships. We are deficient in auxfli- 
aries, he said, but this is a cheaper class 
of ship, and should easily be provided. 
The new Maritime Commission tankers, 
incidentally, he said, were very fine ships. 

The Secretary also stated that the 
Navy had in process “reasonable de- 
fenses” against the magnetic mine; that 
high pressure steam had won praise from 
all hands for its reliability, economy and 
ease of operation, that he was still op- 
posed to a two-ocean navy, that is to 
duplication of the present fleet, though 
the Navy should be of a size sufficient to 
permit sizeable forces to operate in both 
oceans if need arose, 





Naval Academy News 


The Naval Academy Chapel which has 
been extensively enlarged was formally 
opened at 11 o’clock, Sunday morning, 
with special dedication ceremonies con- 
ducted by Chaplain William N. Thomas 
and Chaplain Frank R. Hamilton of the 
Naval Academy and Chaplain R. D. 
Workman of Washington, Chief of Navy 
Chaplains. The Chapel which for so long 
had been inadequate is now enlarged to 
a seating capacity of 2,500 which enables 
all the midshipmen to be present at the 
same service. Small and very beautiful 
is St. Andrew’s Chapel which has been 
built below the nave extension—with a 
seating capacity of 175. This little chapel 
will be used for Sunday School, early 
communion service, weddings and bap- 
tisms. Many gifts have been made to 
the chapel by Naval Academy alumni, 
those connected with the service and in- 
terested individuals. Chimes, a gift of 
the class of 1931, very soon will be in- 
stalled at the top of the dome. 

Capt. F. A. L. Vossler, new comman- 
dant of midshipmen has announced that 
special privileges are granted to midship- 
men of the first class, permitting them 
to ride in cars during the hours of au- 
thorized liberty, but not to drive within 
10 miles of Annapolis. Class members, 
in good standing, may visit Baltimore, 
Washington and vicinity on Saturdays 
after noon formation until midnight for 
the purpose of engaging in social activi- 
ties or for the purpose of shopping—and 
may use public transportation or auto- 
mobiles, but must not drive themselves. 
On Memorial Day they may visit Wash- 
ington and Baltimore, in uniform, from 
immediately after breakfast formation 
until 10 p. m, These privileges are purely 
experimental and must not be regarded 
as established. 

Capt. Thomas Starr King who arrived 
last week will be the new director of 
athletics at the Naval Academy, Secre- 
tary and Treasurer of the Athletic Asso- 
ciation and head of the Dept. of Physical 
Training. Captain King who was gradu- 
ated from the Naval Academy in 1911 
will succeed Capt. PE.

SecNav Describes Shipbuilding 


President Roosevelt’s action in 1933 in 
resuming naval construction after years 
of suspension was “anticipating world 
conditions with an almost uncanny fore- 
sight,” Secretary of the Navy Charles 
Edison told the National Institute of 








Government on 2 May. 

In 1933, the Secretary said, we had but 
101 underage fighting ships, against 184 
for Japan, 138 for Great Britain and 124 
for France. Building programs since then, 
he pointed out, have gone far to remedy 
these deficiences.

Chief or Assistant Chief of Bureau.” 

Representative Vinson declared that 
under this wording, the Navy would have 
eighteen rear admirals for a group of 
EDO’s numbering not more than 400 offi 
cers. He said that this percentage of flag 
rank is entirely out of balance. He arrived 
at his figure of eighteen by taking the 
present number of officers of flag rank in 
the technical groups, ten, adding the five 
provided in section 5 and adding the pos- 
sible three officers who could serve as 
Chief or Assistant Chief of Bureau. The 
Bureau of Ships would have a Chief and 
Assistant drawn from the technical 
groups, and the Bureau of Aeronautics 
could have a Chief who was formerly in 
the AEDO group. 

The text of the measure being consid- 
ered by the Committee was printed on 
page 778 of the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL 
of 20 April. 

Rear Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, was directed 
by Chairman Vinson to return Tuesday 
with a draft of legislation to provide that 
at no time shall there be more than 10 
rear admirals in the technical group, and 
that this figure be reduced to 6 as early 
us is practicable by the operations of a 
plucking board, and that there shall be 
no temporary rear admirals appointed to 
be Chief or Assistant Chief of Bureau. 
The goal set by Mr. Vinson is to have as 
early as possible the flag officers in the 
new EDO group reduced to six, at which 
figure it is to remain. To attain this goal 
within a reasonable time, Mr. Vinson said 
that a plucking board will have to be 
named to retire from one to five rear 
admirals, 

Earlier in the week, Admiral Nimitz, 
in his prepared statement, expressed the 
Bureau of Navigation’s views as “strong- 
ly recommending against the passage of 
the bill now under consideration during 
the present session of Congress.” How- 
ever, his recommendation was made be- 
fore Secretary of the Navy Edison re- 
turned from his west coast trip, and when 
the committee hearings resumed later 
in the week, Admiral Nimitz stated 
that he had conferred with the Secretary 
and the Secretary had expressed approval 
of the bill, making it necessary for the 
Bureau of Navigation to withdraw its ob- 
jection in order not to run counter to the 
Secretary. However, Admiral Nimitz 
stated that the wholesale provision for 
rear admirals in the EDO group is still 
out of accord with the Bureau of Navi- 
gation’s policy. 

Admiral Nimitz told the committee that 
in his belief, the only group that can make 
an objective study of staff corps legisla- 
tion would be a board composed of line 
officers. Chairman Vinson countered this 
proposal by remarking that “you would 
get all line views.” He said, however, that 
the King Board’s study of staff corps leg- 
islation is “confusion compounded.” 

In Admiral Nimitz’s concluding re- 
marks of his prepared statement, he 
stated: 

“Although the Bureau of Navigation be- 
lieves that there is merit in the general pro- 
posal to abolish the Construction Corps and 
to transfer constructors to the line of the 
Navy, it considers that such should not be 
done without at the same time making pro 
vision for applying to the other staff corps 
of the Navy such parts of the Line Personnel 
Act of June 23, 1938, as may be suitable and 
applicable. 

“The Bureau of Navigation will, in the near 
future, recommend to the Secretary of the 
Navy the appointment of another board to 
resurvey the problems presented to the King 
Board, with a view to having ready for the 
consideration of the next Congress, when it 
meets, recommendations for personnel legis 
lation concerning engineering groups of the 
line, the staff corps, and the possible trans- 
fer of constructors into the line.” 


Blues for Marines Again 
Marine Corps enlisted men will again 
be issued dress blue uniforms commene 
ing early this Summer, it was announce 
last week, in view of the decreasing 
emergency-requirements imposed upon 
quartermaster-facilities during recent 
months of the limited emergency. 
When the first large increments of re 
cruits were added to the Corps in its 
35% expansion, issue of blues to any 
troops but ships’ detachments was dis. 
continued, and drastic restrictions were 
at the same time placed upon use and 
issue of certain types of headgear in the 
Fleet Marine Force, the green garrison 
cap and steel helmet alone being allowed. 
Now, units wearing greens all year 
around will be able to draw blues in June 
or July, and units which wear khaki 
during the warm months will rate blues 
upon their change from khaki to greens 
next Autumn. The headgear restrictions 
were also lifted at the same time as those 
upon the issue of blues, 
Relaxation of issue of dress uniforms 
was greeted with enthusiasm by all en 
listed personnel, particularly those men 
who had not had previous opportunities 
to acquire blues. In some instances, at 
the height of the influx of recruits, Com. 
manding Officers discovered that older 
men were able to rent out their own dress 
uniforms for use on week-end liberty or 
other important occasions by men who 
had no blues in their possession.

THE DEADENING BLIGHT OF POLITICS from which the National Guard has 
been happily free since the World War, has appeared in Illinois. Because of his 
emphatic disapproval of attempts to compel Company Clerk Rost of the 108th Engi- 
neers to support candidates of the Kelly-Nash-Horner machine, and to require Guards- 
men to make political contributions, the Governor of the State has forced the resigna- 
tion of Maj. Gen, Roy D. Keehn, Commanding General of the 38rd Division. This dis- 
tinguished oflicer thereby has lost his status as a National Guard Officer with Federal 
recognition, The greater loss, however, is to the Guard as a whole and to the coun- 
try, especially in these times of world strife. General Keehn has been always regarded 
as one of the outstanding civilian-military leaders of the nation. During the thirteen 
years he has served at the head of the Illinois Division, it has expanded to nearly 
13,000 officers and enlisted men. Uniform reports of its increasing efliciency have been 
made by inspectors of the Regular Army, It was General Keehn who arranged for fed 
eral aid for the construction of some 300 armories which now house organizations in va- 
rious states, of which Illinois obtained 18. It was his effective collaboration with 
other officers and the War Department that induced Congress to make larger appro- 
priations for training and equipment. The regard in which the Guard held him was 
shown by his election as President of the National Guard Association. The late Secre- 
tary Dern offered him the position of Chief of the National Guard Bureau, which the 
condition of his health at the time compelled him to decline, These honors were justi- 
lied by his record; they are justified now by his statement that “under no cireum- 
stances will we tolerate” any effort to drag the Guard into politics. In view of the 
part he has played in making the National Guard the fine organization it is, ready 
to participate in the Army’s first line of defense, in view of his observance of the high 
principle which is responsible for his resignation, we believe the people of Illinois will 
demand his reinstatement, and if that be disregarded that they will repudiate the 
Governor and his machine in the coming election, and thereby show the official 
of the State and the country that the National Guard is, and must be held to be, above 
politics. 


' 
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THE VITAL NECESSITY of preparedness has been demonstrated so starkly in 
the European war that it almost seems a matter of supererogation to discuss it. Yet, 
active in the country are pacifists and sinister interests that question the programs 
for increases in the Army and Navy, which have been drafted by experts, and which 
the country strongly favors. It was preparedness that brought victory for the blitz- 
krieg the Reich threatened to launch against Czecho-Slovakia, for the blitzkrieg di- 
rected against Poland, and for the blitzkrieg which has swept the southern half of 
Norway. It was lack of preparedness which forced the Allies to accept the occupation 
ef Czecho-Slovakia and the conquest of Poland, and which is responsible for the fu- 
tility of their attempts to check the Germans in Norway. While Hitler was ready to 
the last button, even provided with a shuttle plane service for the transportation of 
troops and supplies to Norwegian territory, the Allies were compelled to grab the 
troops available, many of them green, and ship them to Norway without adequate 
armament, The success of the prepared, and the losses and forced retreat of the un- 
prepared, were a natural consequence, The lessons to be drawn from the Scandi- 
navian operations are clear. Our warships must be strengthened in order to prevent 
disruption of communications, fire control and general organization, and, perhaps, 
the sinking of destroyers and smaller craft. Whatever the strength of the Army as 
fixed by Congress, it must be equipped in every respect, and trained to the point of 

“ghest efficiency. Likewise of first importance is the development of our industry 
‘abit can supply war needs. In other words, what the country must have is what 
bossesses, a team of men and equipment and industry which can operate 

the defense of America and its interests.

OUR PRIORITY LIST 

1. Upward revision of pay schedules for commissioned, warrant, and enlisted personnel, 
active and retired. 

2. Revision of the promotion system for the Staff Corps of the Navy in accordance with 
the sentiment expressed by the officers concerned; perfection of the Navy Line Personnel Act; 
authorization for the retirement of colonels of the Army with the rank of brigadier general; 
clarification of the coast guard promotion system, 

3. Expansion of the Regular Army and the National Guard to a strength of at least 550,000 
men with provision for complete personnel and materiel and training for 100 per cent efli- 
clency; personnel for the Navy and Marine Corps capable of fully manning all vessels of the 
fleet and the Fleet Marine Force. 

4. Additional increases in grades and ratings, with compensation for technical knowledge 
and skill required by modernization. 

5. Active duty training and service school attendance for available officers of the Reserve 
Corps; appropriations for the expansion program of the Naval Reserves. 

6. Revision of pension laws to assure widows of the Regular Services a living income. 

7. Compensation for service personnel whose privately owned automobiles are employed 
on Government business, 


THE DEADENING BLIGHT OF POLITICS from which the National Guard has 
been happily free since the World War, has appeared in Illinois. Because of his 
emphatic disapproval of attempts to compel Company Clerk Rost of the 108th Engi- 
neers to support candidates of the Kelly-Nash-IHorner machine, and to require Guards- 
men to make political contributions, the Governor of the State has forced the resigna- 
tion of Maj. Gen, Roy D. Keehn, Commanding General of the 33rd Division, This dis- 
tinguished oflicer thereby has lost his status as a National Guard Officer with Federal 
recognition. The greater loss, however, is to the Guard as a whole and to the coun- 
try, especially in these times of world strife. General Keehn has been always regarded 
as one of the outstanding civilian-military leaders of the nation. During the thirteen 
years he has served at the head of the Illinois Division, it has expanded to nearly 
13,000 officers and enlisted men. Uniform reports of its increasing efliciency have been 
made by inspectors of the Regular Army. It was General Keehn who arranged for fed- 
eral aid for the construction of some 300 armories which now house organizations in va 
rious states, of which Illinois obtained 18. It was his effective collaboration with 
other oilicers and the War Department that induced Congress to make larger appro- 
priations for training and equipment. The regard in which the Guard held him was 
shown by his election as President of the National Guard Association, The late Secre- 
tary Dern offered him the position of Chief of the National Guard Bureau, which the 
condition of his health at the time compelled him to decline, These honors were justi- 
lied by his record; they are justified now by his statement that “under no circum- 
stances will we tolerate” any effort to drag the Guard into polities. In view of the 
part he has played in making the National Guard the fine organization it is, ready 
to participate in the Army’s first line of defense, in view of his observance of the high 
principle which is responsible for his resignation, we believe the people of Illinois will 
demand his reinstatement, and if that be disregarded that they will repudiate the 
Governor and his machine in the coming election, and thereby show the official 
of the State and the country that the National Guard is, and must be held to be, above 
polities, 


THE VITAL NECESSITY of preparedness has been demonstrated so starkly in 
the Kuropean war that it almost seems a matter of supererogation to discuss it. Yet, 
active in the country are pacifists and sinister interests that question the programs 
for increases in the Army and Navy, which have been drafted by experts, and which 
the country strongly favors. It was preparedness that brought victory for the blitz- 
krieg the Reich threatened to launch against Czecho-Slovakia, for the blitzkrieg di- 
rected against Poland, and for the blitzkrieg which has swept the southern half of 
Norway. It was lack of preparedness which forced the Allies to accept the occupation 
ef Czecho-Slovakia and the conquest of Poland, and which is responsible for the fu- 
tility of their attempts to check the Germans in Norway. While Hitler was ready to 
the last button, even provided with a shuttle plane service for the transportation of 
troops and supplies to Norwegian territory, the Allies were compelled to grab the 
troops available, many of them green, and ship them to Norway without adequate 
armament. The success of the prepared, and the losses and forced retreat of the un- 
prepared, were a natural consequence, The lessons to be drawn from the Scandi- 
navian operations are clear, Our warships must be strengthened in order to prevent 
disruption of communications, fire control and general organization, and, perhaps, 
the sinking of destroyers and smaller craft. Whatever the strength of the Army as 
fixed by Congress, it must be equipped in every respect, and trained to the point of 
highest efficiency. Likewise of first importance is the development of our industry 
so that it can supply war needs. In other words, what the country must have is what 
Germany possesses, a team of men and equipment and industry which can operate 
as a unit in the defense of America and its interests.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Strong pressure has been applied to Italy this week to prevent 
her from implementing her alliance with Germany. Concerned by reports that such 
action was imminent, the British Government closed the Mediterranean to its shipping, 
concentrated a powerful Allied Fleet in the eastern quarter of that Sea, and announced 
that although Norwegian operations were important, the Allies would not be trapped 
into a dispersal of their forces which would leave them dangerously weak at the vital 
center, which is the Mediterranean region. Anxious to avert an expansion of the area 
of battle, the American Ambassador at Rome, carrying out instructions from Wash- 
ington, suggested to Mussolini that in case Italy participated in the war, the United 
States would be compelled to proclaim another war zone covering all Italian territory. 
Mussolini disclaimed any intention at present to become a_ belligerent. Neverthe- 
less, London and Paris continue to believe he had made the fateful decision, al- 
though now, in view of the steps that have been taken, there ts some slight hope he 
will not translate it into action. 

The effect upon Italy of the ban of the Mediterranean to British shipping will be 
realized when the tonnage figures, the latest for 1937, are known. In that year, the en- 
trances into Italian ports of merchant vessels of all nationalities numbered 10,876 of 
20,308,000 tons. There are some duplication in these totals because of turn-arounds, 
The entrances for Italian vessels were reported to be 6,940 of 11,918,000 tons, for 
British, 1,676 of 8,449,000 tons, for German, 734 of 1,623,000 tons, for Norwegian, 643 
of 1,058,000 tons, for French, 168 of 541,000 tons, for Danish, 365 of 371,000 tons, and 
for American, 305 of 1,348,000 tons. As German, Norwegian and Danish ships have 
been wiped from the seas, the British action has reduced Italian trade to dependence 
upon its own shipping and that of the United States. Germany may be able to provide 
Italy with coal, not, however, to the extent the latter’s industry in war would require, 
but it is from overseas that iron ore and oil are obtained, and admittedly even if the 
Italian marine continue to operate it cannot take care of these needs. Thus, the effect 
of the British action will be to bring home to the Italian people the cost of the policy 
their government is pursuing. It is further pointed out that the Italian Fleet is hold- 
ing maneuvers off the Dodecanese Islands. That Fleet is in danger of being cut off 
from home as a result of the concentration of the more powrful Allied Fleet off Egypt. 
This danger may cause the Rome Government immediately to recall it. Should this 
be done, then the Aegean Sea would be free for the transportation of the Allied Army 
in Syria to Greece, or even through the Dardanelles to cooperate with Turkey. 

Besides asserting that Italy does not intend to enter the war “at present,” the 
Italian Government stated specifically to the American Ambassador that Yugo-Slavia 
is safe from its invasion. This assurance has tended to quiet the nerves of the Balkan 
States, although they continue fully aware of their perilous situation, and are fever- 
ishly maneuvering to maintain neutrality. Vrobably at German instigation, Hungary 
proposed to her sister nations that they join in a patrol of the Danube, but finding this 
objectionable to the Allies, the proposal was rejected, Nevertheless, all these states 
are conscious of the reverses the Allies have suffered in Norway, and naturally are the 
more inclined not to offend Germany. 

The abandonment of southern Norway to its conquerors unquestionably is a 
great relief to Sweden. Now she feels there is less prospect that the Reich will demand 
passage through her territory in order to supply the German forces operating in the 
territory of her neighbor, Her main hope for peace lies in German need of her 
iron ore. However, if Allied control of Northern Norway should substantially 
reduce deliveries to the Reich, the latter might apply pressure to force the Stock- 
holm Government to join in operations so as to clear all Scandinavia of British 
and French troops. This, however, is in the future, and Sweden, pursuing a day to day 
policy, is devoting her efforts to the preservation of neutrality, and in the meantime 
to the strengthening of her capacity to resist, 











Navy and Marine Clothing—Forest green uniforms for naval officers and men to 
wear at sea, a light weight helmet for tropical wear, and woolen shirts for the 
Marine Corps are embodied in recommendations submitted to the Surgeon General 
of the Navy. A new section of the Surgeon General’s annual report, published this 
week, contains recommendations from the USS New Mexico as follows: “Officers 
and men should have a khaki and forest green uniform to wear at sea, the forest 
green for colder climates, the khaki, including khaki shorts, for tropical wear. A 
light weight helmet for tropical wear should replace the present headgear. 

“The regulation blue trouser with the cumbersome, antiquated front button 
flap is a relic of bygone days. The man-hours spent in buttoning this unsightly, in- 
efficient bit of clothing each year by the entire Navy enlisted personnel would 
make a staggering total. The button flap should be replaced by a modern efficient 
zipper. The dungaree trouser should be designed to allow more room in the hip, 
crotch, and thigh.” 

As to Marine Corps clothing, the following recommendations were received 
from the Fleet Marine Force, San Diego: “The Marine Corps clothing is very satis- 
factory, particularly the Marine Corps shoes, Attention is invited to the physiological 
advantages of a flannel shirt. Wool, when saturated with moisture (perspiration), 
still allows passage of air. Woolen fiber is capable of absorbing moisture and the 
moisture is retained within the fiber. Clothing materials capable of water absorp- 
tion (perspiration) hold water in two methods: (a) Hygroscopicity—-water lies 
inside the basic fibers, (b) ‘Water of interposition’—-water lies between the fibers 
and is dependent upon weave and not the fiber. Hygroscopie water cannot be wrung 
or pressed out of a garment, but water of interposition can be wrung out, Wool 
takes up moisture slowly and loses it gradually, hence there is less danger of chill- 
ing the body due to too rapid evaporation of perspiration. It is believed that a 
woolen shirt has certain hygienic and physiological advantages and will prove 
warmer and more comfortable. The above discussion is apropos of an order dated 
3 December 1988, to turn in all woolen shirts to Marine Corps depots.” 


Signal Corps—The new Signal Corps units described in the 13 and 20 April issues 
the ARMY AND Navy JourNAL have been activated as of 1 May. A dispatch from 
Langley Field states that the 301st and 308rd Signal Companies, Aviation, and 
Ist Signal Platoon, Air Base, were activated at that post, the 301st for duty with 
headquarters of GHQ Air Force, the 303rd for duty with Second Wing Headquarters 
and the Ist Platoon to serve with Langley Field Air Base Headquarters. Signal 
companies, aviation, are charged with the installation operaticu and maintenance 





of all signal communication activities, except tactical radio, of the headquarters 
to which assigned, while the signal platoon, air base, supplements personnel fur- 
nished from the Corps Area signal service company. 

Commanding the 301st is Capt. John H. Brewer, SC, with 2nd Lt. George w. 
Rhyne, (Inf.) SC, second in command, and Lee Leonard, first sergeant. To the 
303rd have been ordered 2nd Lt. Maurice W. Musgrave, (Inf.) SC, Ist Sgt. John H, 
Van Dam and Tech. Sgt. Leonard A. Jensen. Ist Lt. Ralph D. McKinney, (Inf.) 
SC, heads the Ist Signal Platoon. 


U. S. Marine Corps—Reports were current this week that the Marine Corps con. 
templated adoption of the (0mm mortar, now in use by the Army as a platoon weapon, 
and the possible discard of the VB rifle-grenade. 

If adopted, the GOmm mortar, it was pointed out, would be ideal not only for land 
ing-operations, where light weight and simplicity are at a premium, but for small wars 
and jungle fighting. In addition, it is known that the Corps plans to acquire new 37mm 
antitank-guns of the pattern developed by the Army. 

Completing the ten-month course at the Basic School, Philadelphia, Pa., 130 second 
lieutenants of the Marine Corps on 2 May received their diplomas from Maj. Gen. 
Thomas Holcomb, major general commandant, and the next day prepared to leave 
Philadelphia for a variety of assignments in the Marine Corps organization. Genera] 
Holcomb was introduced by Col, Gilder Jackson, jr., school commandant. Of the 130 
officers at the school, 25 were graduates of last year’s Naval Academy class, 5 were 
former enlisted men, 5 were former platoon leaders and 95 had been appointed directly 
from civil life. 

Col. William C. James, now executive oflicer for the Marine Corps Reserve di- 
vision of headquarters, will report 15 May as secretary to the major general com- 
mandant. Colonel James will relieve Brig. Gen. Alexander A. Vandegrift who was 
recently promoted to that grade and appointed assistant to the commandant. Colonel 
Jumes will take over General Vandegrift’s former public relations duties. 

Lt. Col. Daniel kb. Campbell, who last year commanded the Marine detachment at 
the New York World's Fair, will assume that post again this year, leaving the Naval 
examining Board at the Washington, D. C., Marine Base on 2 May. Orders were 
issued this week to Capt. Walter I. Jordan and Ist Lts. Jack L. Stonebanks and Robert 
Ik. Cushman, jr., relieving them from duty at Quantico on 6 May for duty at the fair, 
Ist Lt. Jean W. Moreau will leave Washington headquarters 3 May for duty with the 
fair detachment. 

Col. Earl I. Jenkins, now with the Fleet Marine Force at San Diego, will serve 
at.Camp Perry, Ohio, from 5 to 21 July during annual training period of the Sth, 9th 
and 18th Battalions, Marine Corps Reserve, then will assume duties as officer in charge 
of the Central Recruiting Division, with headquarters at Chicago. 


Infantry—Ever since his return from Ft. Benning, Ga., where he spent several 
weeks observing tests of the new basic field manual, Infantry Tactics, by troops 
attached to the Infantry School, Maj. Gen. George A. Lynch, chief of infantry, has 
been hard at work on the writing of that manual. By 15 May parts of the manual 
dealing with the rifle and heavy weapons companies must be ready for the printer, 
nnd by 1 July the remainder of the volume, tactics of the battalion and regiment, 
must be completed. Not only have Infantry organizations been completely revised, 
but many new weapons have been introduced since preparation of the old field 
manual, and the new edition will be entirely new text. 

General Lynch will leave Washington again about 15 May to spend a week 
observing the Third Army maneuvers in the Sabine River area. With him will go 
Maj. Walter G. Layman, of the plans and training section. 

Lt. Col. William G. Livesay, head of the section, last week was ordered to the 
38th Infantry, Ft. Sill, Okla., effective 1 Aug. His post will be filled by Lt. Col. 
Paul J. Mueller, now at the Command and General Staff School. When Lt. Col 
Norman Randolph, of the personnel section, goes to the Army War College this fall, his 
duties will be assumed by Maj. Henry J. Matchett, who is now at the War College. 


Navy Line Changes—Several orders were issued this week carrying out changes 
of duty forecast in the flag oflicers’ clate published last week. Orders were issued 
relieving Rear Adm. Arthur L. Bristol as commander of Patrol Wing Two about 2 
May and detailing him as commander of Carrier Division One. Capt. Aubrey W. Fitch, 
selectee for rear admiral, will succeed Admiral Bristol who in turn will relieve Reat 
Adm. William I, Ilalsey, jr., who will become commander of aircraft, Battle Foret 
with rank of vice admiral. 

Rear Adm. John W. Wilcox, jr., commander of the Special Service Squadron, will 
be relieved about 1 Aug. for duty as president of the Board of Inspection and Survey, 
relieving Rear Adm, Harry L. Brinser who retires 1 Dec. Admiral Wilcox’s relief 
will be Capt. Henry K. Hewitt, selectee for rear admiral and now in charge of the 
Puget Sound Naval Ammunition Depot.

naund L. Reichmuth, now captain of the yard, Washington Navy Yard who was pr 
moted 1 May, was ordered to the advanced class, Naval War College. 

Among the other orders issued this week were: Capt. Claud A. Jones, relieved a 
supervisor of shipbuilding, Electric Boat Company, Groton, Conn., about 22 May, for 
duty in the Bureaus of Engineering and Construction and Repair. Captain Jones wil 
be relieved by Capt. Charles A. Dunn whose orders were issued last week. Capt. Wal 
ter W. Webster will be relieved as manager of the Naval Aircraft Factory, Philadel:

Military Observers—The absence of official military observers with the Armies ® 
Europe has vastly increased the task of the military attaches at the capitals of t 
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warring powers. It will be recalled that before we entered the World War we had had 
a number of American Army officers with the French, British, and German forces. 
Maj. Gen. Frank Parker, for example, was with the French Army at the first battle 
of the Marne. In this war, however, none of the powers has yet permitted neutrals to 
send accredited observers with their forces, thus leaving to the Attaches, far removed 
from the theater of operations, the job of collecting such data as may be available. 

It is understood that the failure to send observers has been due to the unwilling- 
ness of the powers to accept them. It is probable that the Allies refrain from accept- 
ing such observers on the ground that if they permit one neutral nation to have its 
officers with their troops they would have to permit all neutrals to do so, Obviously, 
there are certain countries which, while officially neutral, are so closely associated 
politically with other belligerents that they would, in effect, be observers for the 
enemy. Thus, because they can not diplomatically accept observers from some neutrals 
and deny other neutrals this privilege, the warring nations have decided to accept 
none. 


Army Chaplains—Army, Reserve, OCC and National Guard chaplains were informed 
this week by Lt. Col. A. S. Goodyear, AG-Res. executive secretary of the Chaplain’s 
Association, that special plans are being made by World’s Fair authorities to enter- 
tain chaplains attending the fifteenth annual training conference in New York. City, 
%, 22 and 23 May. Colonel Goodyear stated that 23 May had been designated by fair 
officials as the Chaplain’s Association Day. 

The general theme of this year’s conference will be “The Ministry of the Chap- 
laincy.” Sub-topics of the general theme to be developed by outstanding speakers are : 
“The Chaplain—a Religious Servant of his Country,” “The Chaplain—a Preacher of 
Righteousness,” and “The Chaplain—a Minister of the Grace of God.” Among those 
who have already accepted invitations to address the conference are Dr. Daniel Poling, 
of Philadelphia ; Archbishop Spellman, New York ; Mayor La Guardia; the Chiefs of 
Chaplains of the Army and Navy, the Governor of the State of New York; Rabbi 
Lazaron, of Baltimore ; Bishop John F. O'Hara; the director of the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps; Lt. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, commanding First Army; Dr. Cavert, of the 
Federal Council of Churches; Rabbi Tedesche, of Brooklyn; Dr. Wickey, United 
latheran Church; Dr. Searle, Greater New York Federation of Churches; Colonel 
Yeager, CCC executive for the 2nd Corps Area; Dr. Fleming, Trinity Parish, New 
York; Father Murdock and Chaplain Butt of the U. 8S. Military Academy. 

Sessions of the conference will be held at the Commodore Hotel, at Grand Central 
Terminal. 

A partial list of chaplains detailed to the Third Army area for corps and army 
maneuvers shows 54 chaplains so detailed, of whom 34 are Regular Army officers and 
% are Reservists drawn from the group of 20 called to extended active duty, Chaplain 
Alva J. Brasted, former chief of chaplains, is Third Army chaplain, and chaplains 
John O. Lindquist and Harry C. Fraser are chaplains of the IV and IX Corps, re- 
spectively. 

A pacifist who refuses to “participate” in war does “participate’—on the side of 
the enemy, declared the Right Rev. George Craig Stewart, DD, Bishop of Chicago, in 
ashort article reprinted in The Army Chaplain, Neplying to the statement that cour- 
age is required to take the punishment and opprobrium meted out to the “absolutist in 
pacifism,” Bishop Stewart retorted : ‘Were you at the front in the last war? Did you 
ever see the ghastly horror of a young fellow shot in the testes or through the belly? 
Did you ever share the agony of a man burned with gas or have you looked into the 
terrible eyes of a handsome young fellow with no face below those eyes? Their con 
science may not have been as enlightened as yours, as Christian as yours, but don’t tell 
me you in jail area martyr and they are not. They may not have had as noble motive as 
you but at least they have suffered as participants to a degree which you with all your 
fine rationalizations have not tasted and never will, unless in an ecstasy of martyrdom 
you demand to be tortured and finally destroyed. 

“If you have a healthy conscience,” continued Bishop Stewart, “I think you will 
insist upon a bigger bite of the poisonous fruit than a jail-sentence offers .. . Ask for 
a difficult, disagreeable and dangerous job, and let every man see that you are ready 
for conscience sake to do the dirty work though you won't bear arms against a brother 
man. But don’t, I beg of you, say you won't ‘participate,’ for I assure you that willy- 
uilly either for or against your country you will participate.” 


General Staff—Gen. Sherman Miles assumed his duties as Assistant Chief of Staff 
in charge of the Military Intelligence Division, on 80 April succeeding Col. KE. R. 
Warner McCabe, who is now on leave pending retirement. General Miles arrived 29 
April from Europe where he has been military attache at London since last September. 
He returned to the United States via Genoa, Italy. Prior to leaving Europe General 
Miles conferred with several United States Army oflicers who are serving as military 
attaches at various European capitals, 

The new Assistant Chief of Staff is the son of Lt. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, formerly 
Commanding General of the United States Army. He is a native of Washington, D. C., 
ind a graduate of the United States Military Academy. He has had long service in 
the Intelligence Branch of the United States Army, serving at various times as military 
attache in Roumania, Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, Russia, Turkey, and Great Britain, and 
also in both the Military Intelligence and War Plans Divisions of the War Department 
General Staff.

Medical Department—An examination will be held 8 to 11 July to qualify candidates 
for appointment as first lieutenants in the Medical Corps, Regular Army, to fill vacan- 
“es occurring during the fiscal year 1941, The examination is open to all male citizens 
of the United States who are graduates of acceptable medical schools in the United 
States and Canada who have completed one year’s internship in an approved hospital 
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and who will not be over 32 years of age at the time it will be possible to tender a com- 
mission. Candidates who fail a first examination will not be permitted to take more 
than one subsequent examination. 

The examination will be conducted by boards of medical officers convened through- 
out the United States and will consist of a physical examination, a written examination 
in professional subjects, and a determination of the candidate's adaptability for mill- 
tary service. Full information and application blanks will be furnished upon request 
addressed to The Adjutant General, War Department, Washington, D. C. Applications 
will not be considered if received in the War Department after 21 June 1940, 

The Third Annual Military Medical-Dental Training Course, Sixth Corps Area, 
1940, was held in Chicago over the period 31 March to 13 April. The director was Col. 
Paul W. Gibson, MC, Sixth Corps Area surgeon, As in previous years, the morning 
hours were devoted to professional instruction in the Medical and Dental Schools of 
Chicago. In addition to a general course in Medicine and Surgery suited to the needs 
of the general practitioner, special courses were given in Operative Surgery (cadavers), 
Urology, Opthalmo-Oto-Larynology and Dentistry. The following Medical and Dental 
schools participated in this instruction: University of Chicago, Division of Biologicat 
Sciences ; University of Chicago Medical School, Rush Medical College, University of 
Kilinois College of Medicine, Loyola University Medical School, Northwestern Uni- 
versity Medical School, University of Illinois College of Dentistry, Chicago College of 
Dental Surgery, Loyola University, Northwestern University Dental School, Zoller 
Memorial Dental Clinic, University of Chicago. 

The afternoon and evening hours were devoted to military instruction, emphasiz- 
ing the medical service of mobilization and the early stages of combat. Basic lectures 
were given by officers of the General Staff and Special Staff, Sixth Corps Area. These 
lectures were followed by classroom exercises wherein the activities of the Medical 
Department were elaborated. The practical exercises were conducted by medical offi- 
cers on duty in the Sixth Corps Area. 

Through the cooperation of the larger packing houses located in Chicago, a special 
course in the inspection of food products of animal origin was conducted for officers 
of the Veterinary Reserve Corps. In addition to this, the entire class spent two after- 
noons at the packing plants. 

The evening session on 8 April was graced by the presence of the Corps Area Com- 
mander, Lt. Gen, Stanley H. Ford, and The Surgeon General. Following a dinner at 
the Lake Shore Athletic Club, the meeting assembled in the John B. Murphy Memorial 
Auditorium of the American College of Surgeons where General Ford introduced Gen- 
eral Magee to the assembled audience. General Magee, reading a paper entitled, 
“Medical Service in War,” discussed the lessons to be learned from recent military 
operations throughout the world. Following General Magee’s paper, Colonel Gibson 
introduced Col. George de Tarnpwsky, Med.-Res, (inactive), Professor of Surgery, 
University of Illinois College of Medicine, Colonel de Tarnowsky’s paper on this pres- 
ent occasion was entitled, “A Short Synopsis of Military Surgery.” 

Col. George F. Lull, MC, has been ordered to report for duty in the Office of The 
Surgeon General on 1 June 1940, He will be assigned as Chief of the Military Personnel 
Division, and will succeed Col. William L. Sheep, whose tour of duty in Washington 
expires 50 June, The next assignment of Colonel Sheep has not yet been decided upon, 
Colonel Lull is an honor graduate of the Army Medical School, 1913, and holds the 
degree of Doctor of Public Health from the University of Pennsylvania. He served 
with the American Expeditionary Forces in France from August 1918 to July 1919. 
He has been on duty previously in the Office of The Surgeon General and at the Army 
Medical School, Wiashington, D.C, His present assignment is Director of the Depart- 
ment of Military Sanitation, Medical Field Service School, Carlisle Barracks, Pa. 

On 17 April simple ceremonies were held at the Walter Reed General Hospital, 
Army Medical Center, in the office of the commanding oflicer, prior to placing on sale 
at that point the stamp issue commemorating the achievements of Walter Reed 
(September 14, 1851—November 22, 1902), M. D., A. M., LL.D., and major, Medical 
Corps, United States Army. 

The Board of Managers of the Walter Reed Memorial Fund were in charge of the 
ceremonies. Members of the Board present were Brig. Gen. Jefferson R. Kean, USA- 
Ret., president; Brig. Gen, Carl R. Darnall, USA-Ret., secretary ; Maj. Gen. Merritte 
W. Ireland, USA-Ret., former Surgeon General; Brig. Gen. Frank Rh. Keefer, USA- 
Ret, ; Col. Percy M. Ashburn, USA-Ret. ; Col. Joseph F. Siler, USA-Ret. ; and Mr. James 
Dulin, treasurer. Representing the postal service were Mr. Roy M. North, Acting Third 
Assistant Postmaster General; Mr. Robert Kinfi, Acting Superintendent, Division of 
Stamps, ost Office Department ; and Mr. Vincent C, Burke, City Postmaster of Wash- 
ington, D, C. Among the invited guests were Maj. Gen. Walter L. Reed, USA-Ret., 
former Inspector General and son of Dr. Reed; Maj. Gen. James C. Magee, The 
Surgeon General; Brig. Gen, Raymond F, Metcalfe, Commanding the Army Medical 
Center; Brig. Gen, Shelley U. Marietta, commanding officer of the Walter Reed Gen- 
eral Hospital, and Col. William KB. Meister, executive officer, Walter Reed General 
Ilospital. 

The commemorative stamp issue (.85” x .S” in size) is blue and bears the portrait 
of Dr. Reed, designed from a photograph of the painting by N. M. Miller which hangs 
in the Walter Reed General Hospital. Below the portrait is the name “Dr. Walter 
Reed” and the words “United States Postage.” In the lower right hand corner is the 
denomination “Se” and in the lower left hand corner the caduceus of Hermes, or 
Mercury, symbol of the science represented by the stamp and also the symbol of the 
Medical Department of the United States Army. 

An entirely new edition of Army Regulation 40-110, Standards of Physical Bx- 
amination for Flying, has been issued by the War Department, superseding the edition 
of 21 Feb, 1939, including Changes No. 3 issued 6 Oct, 1939. The department has also 
issued Circular No, 40, amending that part of Army Regulation 40-590 which governs 
purchase of medical supplies by civilian employees stationed on Army posts. 


Non-Flying Flight Pay—Two or three officers of branches other than the Air Corps 
draw flight pay for each officer for whom such pay is authorized, This fact is particu. 
larly interesting in view of General Marshall's plea two weeks ago that the proposed 
cut of flight pay for non-flying officers from $1,440 to $720 a year be restored, The 
Chief of Staff based his argument on the assertion that few individual non-flying offi- 
cers receive the full $1,440 a year in flight pay, that far more share this pay with other 
oflicers on similar duties in greater numbers that the law specifically provides. A share 
of $1,440 may compensate such officers for the extra risks and expenses involved in such 
work, the general indicated, but a share of $720 a year on the same basis would not. 
General Marshall pointed out that work of some of the non-flying officers is ex- 
tremely hazardous, Flight surgeons, for instance, he pointed out must accompany fly- 
ing oflicers on tests designed to prove the latters’ ability to flY—an unknown or doubt- 
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ful factor in many cases when the flight begins. Ordnance officers experimenting with 
the mounting of cannon in airplanes have participated in particularly hazardous under- 


takings. 

A survey reveals that few officers drawing flight pay could receive even as much 
as half of the $1,440 total annual pay. In the fiscal year 1939, for instance, 39 officers 
other than Air Corps were authorized to draw flight pay, but 99 such officers actually 
did so. For the fiscal year ending 30 June 1940, a total of $143,891.38 was appropriated 
for flight pay and 134 oflicers were authorized to draw such pay. Actually, the appro- 
priation would insure a full $1,440 to only 99 officers. On 1 April, there were 182 
otlicers drawing flight pay, of whom 86 were flight surgeons. If the available money 
had been divided equally among the 182 officers, which of course was not the case, 
less than $800 will go to each. That amount, therefore, would tend to be average 
amount received if the 1 April condition obtained through the entire year. 

It is apparent, therefore, that if the flight pay is halved, the Army must either 
revise its methods of allotting flight pay or must reduce the amount paid each officer 
by about 50 per cent of the sums indicated above. 


Coast Artillery Corps—Using free floating balloons as targets, machine gunners 
of the Panama Coast Artillery Detachment, Ft. Wadsworth, N. Y., fired at the 18-inch 
balloons from New Dorp Beach, beginning Thursday, 2 May, and will continue until 
81 May, excepting Sundays, it was announced this week by Ist Lt. D. B. Routh, 62nd 
Coast Artillery, commanding officer of the Detachment. The platoon of four machine 
guns, caliber .30, will fire an estimated 10,000 rounds of ammunition during this 
preliminary training in machine gun firing, and approximately 250 of the hydrogen 
filled balloons will be used. Firing will be conducted between 8:00 a. m., and 11:30 
a. m., each day that the weather or wind permits. Shipping has been warned that 
the firing will be dangerous between the West Bank Light and the Old Orchard 
Shoal Light for a distance of 5500 yards off shore from Elm Tree Beacon, 


Retired Army Officers on Active Duty—The Judge Advocate General of the Army 
has ruled that officers retired with advanced rank under the provisions of the World 
War Rank Act or under Section 5 of the Act of 1935 will, if recalled to active duty, 
serve on the active list with the rank they held at the time of retirement and not in 
the advanced rank. However, in the case of officers who fail physically when they come 
up for promotion and who, accordingly, are retired with the rank to which they would 
have been promoted, their return to active duty will be in the higher rank, the Judge 
Advocate General ruled. Accordingly, orders this week included the return of Lt. Col. 
Edward H. Hicks, USA-Ret., with the rank of major. Colonel Hicks was retired with 
advanced rank under the War Rank Act. The following officers whose active service 
varied from 16 to 27 years were retired as majors under section 5 of the Act of 1935, 
will return to active duty in the rank of captain: John R. Clark, James H. Smith, 
Oscar M. Massey, Jesse DeW. Cope, and Willis L. Claxton. 

Additional orders were issued this week recalling Retired Army Officers to active 
duty under the provisions of the Emergency Defense appropriations. There have been 
to date approximately 58 retired officers ordered to active duty, of which 45 are to be 
on duty with Reserve Officer Training Corps units and 13 on recruiting duty. The Ap- 
propriation bill carries funds for 300 such officers, but a General Staff Directive has 
been issued to the effect that only 150 will be recalled. However, it is understood that 
applications from eligible officers have been rather slow in coming in and it is doubted 
whether the 150 total can be reached. 


Finance Department—Two finance offices were established in the Panama Canal 
Department, effective 1 May, one at Post of Corozal and the other at France Field, C. Z. 


Corps of Engineers—<A, full day’s program has been planned for the Annual Meet- 
ing, 6 May, of the Society of American Military Engineers at the Willard Hotel in 
Wushington. After registration of delegates at 10:30 a.m., Brig. Gen. George B. Pills- 
bury, national president, will call the business meeting to order at 11 a.m., and after 
reports of officials, will deliver the presidential address. Prior to General Pillsbury’s 
speech the new president will be inducted into his office. 

The afternoon session following luncheon will be convened at 2 p.m. by Col. J. 
Monroe Johnson, Assistant Secretary of Commerce and nominee as a member of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. The session will be devoted to a discussion, 
“Safeguarding the Western Hemisphere,” by Brig. Gen. George V. Strong, assistant 
chief of staff; ‘“Transportation—Its Use and Misuse in Peace and War,” by M. J. 
Gormley, executive assistant of the Association of American Railroads, and “Possi- 
ble Consequences of the Present European Conflicts,” by James G. McDonald, presi- 
dent of the Brooklyn Institute of Arts and Sciences. 

Lt. Col, William EB. R. Covell, CE, was assigned as assistant to the Ohio River 
Division Engineer, with station at Pittsburgh, Pa., effective 30 April. His duties as 
Pittsburgh District Engineer are assumed temporarily by Lt, Col. Joseph D. Arthur, 
jr., stationed at Huntingdon, W. Va., in addition to that officer’s other duties. Ist Lt. 
Frank 8. Besson, jr., was appointed property oflicer of the Engineer Board, effective 
1 May, succeeding Ist Lt. Richard E. Arnold, who will be assistant property officer. 
Bureau of Yards and Docks—A $525,070 contract for caissons for Dry Dock No. 2 
at Pearl Harbor Navy Yard headed the list of contracts awarded this week by 
the Navy’s Bureau of Yards and Docks. Exterior and interior power services at 
the Naval Aircraft Factory, Philadelphia, Pa., will cost $127,837; a laundry build- 
ing and bakery building at the Pensacola Naval Air Station will cost $84,192, and 
completion of contract for clearing and grubbing at the Jacksonville Naval <Air 
Station will cost $38,874. 


Provide Medical Training—The War Department has approved a Medical De- 
partment move to obtain training in medical department detachments of tactical 
units for enlisted men in station hospitals. Long a definite objective of the Medical 
Department, possibility of realization came only with the army increase which 
provided men not only to establish the detachments in which station hospital men 
could train, but also provided additional men for station hospitals to permit detail 
of some of them to field training. 

Personnel of station detachments will be trained for field service in the medical 
detachments of the units of the particular arms located at the station. This will 
apply to medical detachments of the units of the five Regular Army triangular 
divisions and some of the units of the First Cavalry Division. Men will be rotated 
between hospital and detachment until all hospital men except certain classes have 





had field training. It is not planned to extend the training to detachments of corps 
units, since units of this type normally operate far enough behind the zone of fire that 
tactical medical care does not take on the emergency characteristics experienced by the 
division troops at the front. 

In order to conserve for the Medical Department, in emergency, students at 
approved schools of medicine, dentistry, and veterinary medicine who already hoig 
Reserve commissions in the arms or in other services, such students, when so di- 
rected by the War Department during mobilization, will, be offered transfers to 
the Medical Administrative Corps Reserve for assignment and retention in the 
War Department reserve pool until appointed in other appropriate sections of the 
Medical Department Reserve. The Surgeon General is responsible for making the 
necessary contacts with such individuals at the proper time through the schoo} 
authorities or through other appropriate channels. He will also effect the necessary 
urrangements in peacetime for prompt action, when so directed, in emergency. Re- 
quests for transfer, when authorized, will be forwarded through usual channels 
to The Adjutant General. 

This action will affect a small group of students who graduate from some jp- 
stitution before beginning medical training and obtain commissions in some Arm 
or Service other than the Medical Corps. The Medical Department has been anxious 
that, if mobilization should come, such students would not be called to the colors 
when it is probable that they would be much more valuable to the nation if per. 
mitted to complete their studies. However, the Army cannot offer commissions 
in the Medical, Dental or Veterinary Corps until completion of medical training, so 
the expedient has adopted of placing such students in the Medical Ad- 
ministrative Corps Reserve. 


Ordnance Department—Much remains to be done in the way of materiel procure- 
ment before the country can be assured even its first line troops will not be required 
to face an enemy with superior equipment, Maj. Gen. Charles M. Wesson, Chief of 
Ordnance, declared 3 May at a joint dinner meeting of the Pittsburgh Post of the 
Army Ordnance Association and the Pittsburgh Ordnance District. “Any assurance 
less than that,” stated General Wesson, “will not do—now of all times!” 

Pointing out that the first big ordnance program, totalling $135,000,000, was 
put into effect a year ago, the Ordnance chief stated that deliveries of new materiel 
and ammunition were just commencing. About 25 per cent of the program should be 
delivered by September 1940, he said; half by February, 1941; 75 per cent by June 
1941, 95 per cent by December 1941, and all by June 1942. “It is thus seen,” General 
Wesson said, “that it will take two years to complete 75 per cent of the program and 
21% years, 95 per cent. In this connection, I have taken advantage of every appro- 
priate occasion ... to emphasize the time factor in the production of ordnance. In 
general, it takes approximately one year to place orders and to get production started 
and a second year to finish any reasonable program. The reasons for this apparent 
lag are well known to this audience ... In many quarters the old exploded theory 
that a million men can spring to arms over night still persists!” 

Discussing details of the program, General Wesson stated that it had required 
a considerable expansion in Washington and in the field and that the approximate); 
130 Reserve oflicers called to active duty had given material help. 

Discussing the needs in materiel of the Regular Army and National Guard, 
the Ordnance oflicer said: “Although the appropriation bill now under consideration 

. contains $37,000,000 for this purpose ... approximately $39,000,000 more are re- 
quired... The ultimate objective of the War Department is to have in being critical 
items of fighting equipment ... for the Protective Mobilization Force ... A total $279, 
000,000 is required to obtain this objective over and above the amount included in 
the 1941 estimates. The authoritative opinion of the War Department is that the 
procurement of this materiel should take precedence over desired increases in 
personnel,” 

Beig. Gen. C. T. Harris, jr., assistant chief of ordnance, discussed work in progress 
and planned on educational orders, production studies and procurement planning 
Also present was General Benedict Crowell, president of the Army Ordnance Asso 
ciation, 

Competitive tests will be conducted by the Ordnance Department during October 
1941 of light machine guns submitted by American designers and inventors, with 
the hope of finding a weapon that will meet the requirements of the Infantry and 
Cavalry for a superior type of light machine gun. Specifications have been mailed 
to interested industrial concerns and American inventors working in the small arm 
field. Light machine gun of both the Cavalry and Infantry is the Browning A-4, model 
1919, which has a weight of 28 pounds, though tests are in progress to determine 
if this weight can be lightened. The Infantry mounts this gun on a T-3 tripod weigh 
ing 234% pounds. The Cavalry uses a M-2 tripod weighing 14 pounds, and packs both 
gun and tripod, joined, together with a supply of ammunition, on a single horse. Both 
Arms express themselves as well satisfied with the gun, but are engaged in constant 
studies to see if weight can be reduced or improvements made. 

Another weapon in favor is the Browning automatic rifle, a clip-fed gun. 

It is desired to proceed still further in the development of the light machine 
gun and to produce, if possible, a gun which will have the desirable characteristic 
of the Browning autorifle but which will be of the belt-feed type.

U. S. COAST GUARD 





The nomination of Rear Admiral Rus- 
sell R. Waesche, USCG, to be command 
ant of the Coast Guard for another four- 
year period was confirmed by the United 
States Senate on Wednesday, 1 May. He 
assumed the post of Commandant on 14 
June 1936, and by confirmation of the 
nomination noted above will serve until 
14 June, 1944. During his service as Com- 
mandant, Admiral Waesche has adminis- 
tered the Coast Guard through one of the 
most important periods of its history, and 
has had an active and successful part in 
the Government’s program of rehabilita- 
tion of merchant marine personnel and 
equipment. 

Omnibus Bill 

Representative Schuyler Otis Bland, of 
Va., Chairman of the House Committee 
on Merchant Marine and Fisheries, tiis 
week introduced a bill, THER 9553, which 
contains a number of amendments to ex 
isting Coast Guard legislation. 

Major provision of the act gives to of 
ficers who serve or who have served as 
Commandant the rank of rear admiral on 
the retired list, with pay of either the 
lower or upper half, depending on their 
pay grade while serving as commandant, 
The bill also provides that any officer who 
serves as Commandant but does not re- 
tire at termination of such duty may he 
appointed a captain (additional — in 
grade), but, in event he is not appointed 
a captain, shall take the place on the 
lineal list in the grade that he would 
have attained if he had not served as com 
mandant. In the latter instance he would 
also be an extra number in grade. 

The bill further provides that the en- 
gineer-in-chief of the Coast Guard shall 
have the rank of rear admiral (pay of 
the lower half) while so serving, and 
shall hereafter be selected from the ac 
tive list engineering oflicers of the Coast 
Guard not below the grade of command 
er. Also, the engineer-in-chief would, 
when retired, be retired with the rank of 
rear admiral (pay of the lower half). Tn 
the event that such engineer-in-chief does 
net retire at conclusion of tour, it is pro 
vided that he return to the lineal list as 
an extra number in the same position he 
would have reached had he not served as 
engineer-in-chief. 

Another section of the bill provides for 
the Assistant Commandant of the Coast 
Guard, with the rank of rear admiral 
(lower half), who shall be recommended 
for appointment by the Commandant and

confirmed by the Senate, and shall be se- 
lected, without creating a vacancy, from 
among the officers of the Coast Guard not 
helow the grade of commander. He 
would hold the rank and pay of rear ad- 
miral lower half on the retired list, or, 
if not retired at conclusion of term of of- 
fice, would revert, as an extra number in 
grade, to the place on the lineal list he 
would have attained had he not served as 
engineer-in-chief and be promoted to rear 
admiral when retired. 

The bill also provides that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, on recommenda- 
tion by the Commandant of the Coast 
Guard, may discontinue any Coast Guard 
Station, house of refuge or light station 


when deemed advisable or reestablish 
same if discontinued. 
Coast Guard reservists would be al- 


lowed to take correspondence courses of 
the Coast Guard Institute, and would be 
reimbursed for actual necessary expenses 
of operation of their craft when employed 
by the Coast Guard. These expenses 
would include fuel, oil, water, supplies, 
provisions and replacement and repair of 
material when such material is damaged 
by reason of Coast Guard employment. 


Report Personnel Bill 

The Senate Commerce Committee this 
week reported the bill, HR 8423, passed 
by the House, which provides amend- 
ments to the Coast Guard Commissioned 
Personnel elimination bill of 12 Jan. 1988, 
The amendments are designed to make 
operative the “plucking” of officers going 
up for promotion for commander or who 
have had more than 30 years commis- 
sioned service, or who have been placed 
out of line for promotion for more than 
10 yeurs, 

The measure is now on the Senate 
calendar, and will be called up within the 
next week or ten days. 


Land Acceptance Approved 

The Senate Commerce Committee this 
week approved S. 3775, which provides 
for Coast Guard acceptance of land on 
Sullivan’s Island, S. C., which has been 
granted by the State of South Carolina. 
The land would be used for expansion of 
the present station. 

The Committee also voted approval of 
IIR S537, which provides for the enlarge- 
cent of the Coast Guard Depot at Seattle, 
Wash., and for the establishment of a 
Coast Guard Servicing Base at or near 
Chattanooga, Tenn.

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“Habit-forming” Relief 

Declaring that every precaution should 
be taken against the creation of a stag- 
gering permanent relief roll, Maj. Gen. 
James G. Harbord, USA-Ret., chairman 
of the Board of the Radio Corporation of 
America, suggested on 17 April that the 
force of local opinion is the only force 
that can meet the crisis. General Har- 
bord, speaking before the University of 
the South, at Sewanee, Tenn., recalled 
the successful operation of the Selective 
Service Act in 1917 and asked “Could not 
the question of national relief thus be 
delegated through the governors of states, 
and on down to the counties, townships, 
municipalities, and neighborhoods within 
the municipalities?” 

“In my youth,” General Harbord said, 
“the local community looked after the 
actual relief and care of those who could 
not get a job and those who were incom- 
petent. The force of local opinion insured 
that help was neither neglected when de- 


served—nor bestowed when undeserved.” 
Excerpts from General Harbord’s 
speech follow: 
“Relief administered as first aid in an 


emergency is one thing; continued treatment 
by relief that is habit-forming is quite 
another. 

“Thousands of individuals have developed 
the habit of looking to the Government to 
support them, This is the reverse of the old 
American spirit of self-reliance, the reverse 
of the philosophy of responsibility of the in- 
dividual citizen to the government, The dan- 
gerous failacy in it, of course, is that no gov- 
ernment can support its people. No govern 
ment has resources of its own except as it 
draws them from its people. No government 
has strength except as its people back it by 
their confidence and their money. 

“We certainly cannot be accused of ‘want- 
ing to let them starve,’ when we emphasize 
that every precaution should be taken against 
the creation of a staggering permanent re 
Hef roll, 

“Many of us who feel this way, including 
Democrats as well as Republicans, believe that 
relief is being offered and administered in ua 
way that really encourages its continuance 
and encourages citizens to rely on it. There 
is a psychological atrophy of that tine self 
reliance once the outstanding attribute of 
American character. 

“Private enterprise cannot create jobs to 
absorb these people on relief while mounting 
taxes and uncertainty discourage business 
expansion, Comparatively few new industries 
are being founded today. The banks are full 
of idle deposits, Commercial loans are only 
about half what they were in 1929. The cam- 
paign to stimulate new building has lagged, 
despite the money the Government has poured 
into it. Private capital is seeking refuge in 
tax-exempt bonds and securities with a low 
yield that are considered best able to with- 
stand economie shocks. 

“Undoubtedly many complex factors have 
more or less influence in bringing about this 
situation, but we do not have to seek far 
for the most basic explanation, It is that 
business does not have the optimistic confi- 
dence it formerly had, because it knows that 
this spending will have to be repaid, ‘How- 
ever gradual may be the growth of confidence 
that of credit requires still more time to ar- 
rive at maturity.’ 

“Great numbers of sincere Americans of 
both parties belleve that relief schemes and 
huge spending on other Government fronts 
are endangering our country’s future, They 
believe that relief on such a seale can be 
turned into a political weapon, with the ‘outs’ 
bidding against the ‘ins’ for the vote of the 
tremendous number of persons to whom de 
pendence upon the Government has become a 
career. They believe it is impossible to keep 


recipients of relief from being ‘politically 
grateful’ to an extent that influences their 
opinions. And, beyond this merely passive 


gratitude, they believe that there have been 
many cases of active pressure put upon the 
recipients of relief. In an era of prodigal ex- 
pense, it has been said that nearly every 
‘expense’ votes. When the percentage of un- 
employed in a democracy goes beyond a cer- 
tain point, the power to return to the old 
self-sustaining basis may have been lost. 
America will have ceased to be the land of 
opportunity unless it can be relieved from 
Relief. 

“Only once in our history had we a situa- 
tion in which our Federal Government directly 
touched the lives of people in every city and 
hamlet and on the farms in a matter affect- 
ing their daily lives as much as relief does. 
This was in the administration of the Se- 
lective Service Act in 1917 :.nd 1918, 

“A very great American, Newton D. Baker, 
who was Secretary of War then, has said: 

“*T doubt whether all the histories that can 
be written will ever convey to the generations 
who must learn of the war by reading about 
it, the unity of purpose and the fineness of 
spirit which our great American Democracy 
developed in that crisis. Only those who lived 





in its light and felt its strength about them 
can ever know the full intoxication of being 
an American when America is at her very 
best.’ 

“There could be no opportunity more in- 
spiring—and there could hardly be a task 
more difficult—than to rekindle in American 
hearts the fires that burned more than twenty 
years ago and use them for another purpose 
requiring a national unity no less complete. 

“I suggest that we consider the smooth 
functioning and the great success of that Act 
for a constructive plan as to how relief should 
be handled. The problems of relief and of 
Selective Service are closely similar in that 
they both revolve around the family situa- 
tions, the capacity of individuals and their 
reputation in their own communities, 

“Congress detinitely decided to entrust the 
draft directly to the people, to have it ad- 
ministered by men intimately acquainted 
with the lives and circumstances of their 
communities. 

“The 429 men who supervised the draft in 
Provost Marshal General Crowder's office in 
Washington represented only 22 hundredths 
of one per cent of the total personnel of 
198,117 who worked on the draft. It was de- 
centralized immediately to the Governors of 
the States. Under the Act the President ap- 
pointed the members, but the actual selection 
wis made by the Governors. Under the Gov- 
ernors the draft was decentralized further 
under district boards, and still further under 
local boards. On the average, each of the dis- 
triet boards had 30 local boards in its juris- 
diction, and each of the local boards had an 
aggregate registration of 5,000 men. Civie 
associations sometimes gave volunteer assist- 
ance. 

“Thus the local boards dealt with their 
friends and neighbors. They knew and were 
responsive to the man who came to them with 
an honest plea that he could not be spared 
from home because of dependent relatives or 
work in a vital industry. They knew—or could 
easily find out—who the liars and the slack- 
ers were, General Crowder gives the true pic- 
ture when he writes in his report that the 
local boards became welfare agencies to the 
deserving and sleuth-hounds in tracking down 
those who were trying to evade their re- 
sponsibility to their Government. 

“He states further that with all the deter 
mination in America at that time to win the 
War, the Selective Service Act could not have 
been handled successfully in this country 
with a formerly deep-seated prejudice against 
conseription—under a system controlled and 
supervised in every respect by one central 
office, 

“Those who may consider relief a bigger 
task haven't a complete conception of the 
magnitude of the undertaking involved in 
administering the draft. It enrolled for service 
more than 24 million men. It individually 
questioned and selected 2 million 800 thou 
sand, a million within 90 days; and had avail 
able for military duty 2 million more fight- 
ing men, It classified this multitude in order 
of its military importance; and also with 
full consideration of its industrial impor 
tance to preserve the full economie life of the 
nation when vital industries were pinched 
for workers, 

“Except for the initial registration of 5 
June 1917, the local boards had charge of the 
entire gamut of a hundred complex processes 
from registration to the final call and en- 
trainment. State headquarters, district 
boards, local boards, and all the others in the 
Selective Service organization, were deep in 
work until the day that the Armistice of 1918 
brought them a rest, There are many hun- 
dreds of citizens still living who did work 
on the various boards and are familiar with 
the entire process, It is safe to belleve that 
there is not a county of our approximately 
of these 


3,000 counties, in which members 
boards do not survive. 
“Those draft boards were sending men 


away from their families, many of them over- 
seas, some of them to die. Yet there was a 
stirring conviction throughout the country 
that they were working well and justly. There 
never was a serious hint that the draft was 
handled for political advantage. There need 
be no serious hint that relief is so handled 

“Could not the question of national relief 
thus be delegated, through the governors ot 
states, and on down to the counties, town 
ships, municipalities, and neighborhoods 
within the municipalities? In my youth the 
local community looked after the actual relief 
and care of those who could not get a job 
and those who were incompetent.

Praise Soldiers’ Home 

Highest praise was given the U. 8. Sol- 
diers’ Home and its operation in the re- 
port of the subcommittee appointed by 
the Senate Military Affairs committee to 
investigate conditions at the Home. As 
reported in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
last week, the Senate Committee ap- 
proved the report unanimously. 

Excerpts from the report follow: 

“Your committee held hearings covering a 
period of 2 days at which the Regular Vet- 
erans’ Association was given full opportunity 
to present its charges against the adminis- 
tration of the Soldiers’ Hlome and to produce 
any witness which it might desire to sub- 
stantiate these charges. Only one witness. 
except for a long statement made by the sec- 
retary of that association, was produced 
who, upon close interrogation, turned out 
to be enthusiastic in his praise of the home, 
except in some minor details with reference 
to certain kinds of foods which did not ap- 
peal to him, The Governor of the home was 
likewise given full opportunity to make such 
statements or present such witnesses as he 
desired. In other words, a full opportunity 
was given all concerned, to express them- 
selves freely. 

“Upon the conclusion of this hearing, your 
committee was satistied that most of the 
charges made against the Soldiers’ Home 
were in the nature of minor complaints, and 
criticism, many of them being in the nature 
of gossip and rumor, such as may be fre 
quently found in any institution and else- 
where where old, intirm, and disabled soldiers 
are associated together. 

“Your committee made two separate unan- 
nounced visits to the Hlome. Upon the first 
visit to the hospital, the committee looked 
into charges made by the Regular Veterans’ 
Association which were centered around the 
administration of that institution. 

“Your committee visited a considerable 
number of the bedridden and other patients 
and took opportunity to ask these members 
privately how they were getting along. Every 
one of them expressed the greatest satis 
faction over the care and treatment they were 
receiving from the officers and employees and 
nurses of the institution. The food they con- 
sidered to be excellent, well-prepared, and 
suitable for their requirements. Every fa- 
cility which could be desired was afforded 
them to make them as happy and contented 
as possible under the circumstances in which 
they were living. These members were strong 
in their praise of the medical faculty which 
is composed in a large part of specially se 
lected medical officers from the active list 
of the Regular Army. The general impres 
sion of your committee is that the hospital 
is an admirably run institution. There is a 
remarkable atmosphere of good order, cleantli 
ness, cheerfulness, and contentment among 
the members, and we are unable to suggest 
any improvements which have not already 
been thought of and either are in effect or 
are being put into effect at this time, 

“Upon the second visit, your committee 
visited the dairy and poultry farm, the visit 
being unannounced. This dairy is really a 
remarkable institution. It has been in ex 
istence for over 60 years and is one of the 
cleanest and best operated dairies which any 
of your committee have seen. The poultry 
farm is now producing between 90 and 100 
thousand dozen eggs per annum, which in 
sures that from 4 to 6 mornings each week 
all members of the Home are provided with 
fresh eggs for breakfast. . 

“From private conversation we found above 
all «a most satisfactory healthy state of 
morale among the members of this home and 
a full appreciation by them that every offi 
cer and employee of the home is sympatheti- 
cally interested in them and their welfare and 
that everything possible was being done for 
them to ease their lot and make their lives 
happier. L 

“We found that all of the facilities which 
we have mentioned above were furnished for 
the members of the home without cost what 
ever to them, so that the member who comes 
to the home with no income whatever has 
his physical requirements met and, in addi- 
tion thereto, is given an allowance from the 
home of $2 per month for the purpose of 
purchasing such items as tobacco and other 
small things as to make him feel that he has 
a little cash in his pocket. 

“Therefore we, the members of the subcom- 
mittee appointed to investigate the com- 
plaints made against the National Soldiers’ 
liome, having considered the same, recom- 
mend that these charges be dismissed in their 
entirety.” 

The home is administered under the 
governorship of Maj. Gen. Frederick W. 
Coleman, USA-Ret., formerly Chief of 
Finance of the Army.

A special act 
of Congress would be necessary to permit 
the erection of an Army and Navy Club 
building on government property and it 
is understood that a bill to accomplish 
this purpose has been drafted and is now 
awaiting the Administration’s approval 
before being sent to Congress. 

Architectural plans for such a build- 
ing would have to conform to the govern 
ment’s building program and be approved 
by the Fine Arts Commission or the Park 
and Planning body. The site is considered 
particularly desirable for the Army and 
Navy Club, for it would be convenient to 
both the present Navy and Munitions 
buildings as well as to the proposed new 
buildings for the Departments.

Lessons of IV Corps Maneuvers 

Maj. Gen. Walter C. Short, USA, com- 
mander of the IV Corps, speaking at the 
critique which concluded the corps exer- 


cises at Ft. Benning, Ga., 28 Aug., dis- 
cussed the lessons learned in those 
maneuvers. 

Among other things General Short 


recommended that a three platoon troop 
of mechanized Cavalry be added to each 
of the new streamlined divisions for re- 
connaissance purposes; that flanking ac- 
tion rather than frontal action be taken 
as the normal for the streamline division ; 
that a low profile motor carrier be de- 
veloped for carrying machine guns and 
ammunition on the field of battle; and 
that every vehicle that is not a prime 
mover for a weapon be provided with a 
trailer. 

The full text of General Short’s ad- 
dress follows: 

“Now that the IV Corps Maneuvers have 
been finished IL wish to express my appreci- 
ation to every officer and man, for the en- 
thusiasm and spirit that they have shown, 
both in the preparation of the base camps 
during the concentration and throughout the 
maneuvers proper. I have nothing but the 
highest praise for the conduct of the troops 
and the morale shown. Any criticism which 
I have to make, has the sole purpose of 
improving the efficiency of the corps. 

“In summing up the result of our ex- 
periences in the IV Corps Maneuvers, I am 
referring to the maneuvers as a whole, rather 
than to any one exercise. The extent of mo- 
torization of the triangular or streamline 
division is justified only if it results in great- 
er celerity of action. This may be brought 
about by the following: Timely reconnais- 
sunce, Quick Decisions. Rapid issuance of 
orders, Speed of execution of orders. 

“First, Timely reconnaissance. The effi- 
ciency of the 6th Cavalry in reconnaissance 
and screening leads me to believe that a 
mechanized reconnaissance troop should be 
made a part of the division, The troop should 
have three platoons, one available for each 
combat team for reconnaissance, The whole 
troop should be used by the division for 
screening purposes. 

“Second, Quick Decisions. There is no 
justification for a commander not thinking 
himself into the situation constantly so as to 
render prompt decisions, when he has at hand 
an instrument with which so much can be 
accomplished within an hour that might 
otherwise be wasted by an inefficient com- 
mander. 

“Third, Rapid Issuance of Orders. The 
rapid issuance of orders depends upon brev- 
ity and skill. Brevity demands the assign- 
ment of general missions, rather than de- 
tailed instructions. Detailed instructions 
should be a matter of standing procedure. 
Nothing should be repeated in orders that is 
contained on the Operation Map. 

“Decentralization of authority and responsi- 
bility is absolutely essential. Since there is 
not time to tell subordinates how to do 
things, they must be trained and then per- 
mitted to accomplish their missions in their 
own manner, 

“There is no time for pencil pushing. 
Stenographers must be trained so that the 
commander and his staff can dictate orders. 

“Fourth, Speed of Execution of Orders. The 
general principle must be accepted that the 
infantryman marches only when compelled 
to do so by enemy fire. 

“Maximum use must be made of trans- 
portation. The transportation must be moved 
at the maximum speed consistent with safety. 
There must be no idle space in trucks caused 
by a desire to maintain tactical units intact. 
Space in the trucks of the heavy weapons 
companies and of the artillery units must be 
utilized to carry riflemen, reforming prompt- 
ly upon detrucking in assigned positions. 
To admit difficulty in this is an indication of 
the amateur. Standardized procedure to ac- 
complish full loading in a minimum of time 
and without detailed orders is absolutely 
essential. Trailers must be utilized to carry 
essential materials: ammunition, communica- 
tion equipment, packs of men, rolls for offi- 
cers. 

“Extra ammunition must be issued to the 
riflemen before they are placed on trucks. 

“Rations and other equipment not essential 
for the initiation of the fight ust be dumped, 
and troops given first priority. 

“There should be no holding back of the 
155mm howitzers of the divisions for the 
second shuttle. Such procedure results fre- 
quently in the failure of the howitzers to get 
into position for the attack, and in the block- 
ing of the corps artillery when it is directed 
to reinforce the division artillery. 

“Enemy combat aviation has a most serious 
effect on the speed of getting transportation 
forward. Night movements reduce the effect 
of enemy combat aviation on convoys, but 
also greatly reduce the speed of movement. 

“Movements by day will be effected by the 
following methods: 

“Infiltration by trucks. Large distances 
between trucks—up to 600 yards—greatly re- 
duce the danger from combat aviation, but 





also greatly increase the time required to 
make a movement. However, when enemy 
combat aviation has superiority, it may be 
the only way that truck movements can be 
made by day. 

“Convoys. Convoys are 
nerable to combat aviation, 
is not present, are a much more 
of movement. 

“Convoy by bounds. 
between the two, and may be 
where cover is available. 

“Whatever method is employed, strict traf- 
fic control by military police is necessary. It 
is more difficult with infiltration than with 
convoys. 

“Discipline of drivers is of the utmost im- 
portance. Halted vehicles should never close 
up when there is danger from enemy aviation 
and should take every possible advantage of 
cover, 

“Importance of Communications. The 
speed of movement has greatly increased both 
the importance and the difficulty of com 
munication. Communication must be rapid 
and accurate to prevent troops from getting 
completely out-of-hand. Wide envelopments 
make possible the use of only radio and com- 
mercial telephone. When secrecy of move- 
ment compels the silencing of radio, only 
commercial telephones are left. ‘Troops 
should be practiced in making the maximum 
use of commercial telephone systems. 

“When important orders require prompt 
action, they should be delivered by staff offi- 
cers who understand fully the intentions of 
the commander. To trust delivery to ordi- 
nary messengers is likely to result in orders 
going astray and end in disaster. 

“Character of Maneuver. Flanking action 
rather than frontal action may be taken as 
normal with the streamline division. Re 
gardless of the size of the unit involved, the 
ideal is to contain the enemy in front with 
the smallest force practicable and to envelop 
one or both flanks. Envelopments that would 
have been extremely dangerous before the 
employment of motors for the movement of 
troops are entirely safe today on account of 
the short time required for reinforcements 
to come up. Time and not distance is the 
determining factor today. 

“Penetrations should be

“Reports. Reports of progress of action and 


of much more im- 
portance than in the past. Since subordinate 
commanders are given much more initiative 
and latitude, it becomes absolutely essential 
for them to keep their commander accurately 
informed at all times of the situation on their 
front. 

“Equipment. Although the Army as a whole 
still lacks much essential equipment, the War 
Department by a tremendous effort has gone 
far toward fully equipping this corps. We 
have been favored in every way possible by 
the War Department. Red tape has been cut 
and delivery of supplies and equipment has 
been expedited In ways not deemed possible 
before. The following are some items of new 
equipment that have been supplied during 
our concentration: 

“The Garand rifle. This rifle with its great 
rapidity of fire and absence of recoil is ideal 
for combat and for battlefield firing. 

“The 37mm antitank gun. This is an ad 
mirable weapon. The only criticism possible 
is that it is too limited in numbers, The 
substition of six additional antitank guns for 
the .50 caliber machine guns in the infantry 
regiment would greatly strengthen our anti- 
tank defense. The Corps Antitank Battalion 
must be looked upon largely as a reservoir 
for the assignment of companies to divisions. 
The time required to place these guns in ac- 
tion usually will be too great if they are all 
held under centralized control. 

“The 37mm antiaircraft gun has been pres- 
ent only to the extent of one battery, but 
further deliveries are expected in the near 
future. 

“One lone example of the new 105mm howit- 
zer is present with the Corps Artillery. 
Whether this weapon will be used to replace 
the 75mm gun is still a moot question. The 
character of the terrain in these exercises 
tended to minimize the difficulty encountered 
with the flat trajectory of the 75mm gun. 

“Two new M-1 155 mm guns with the 
twenty-five-thousand-yard range proved most 
useful in interdiction fires. Their mobility 
was surprising, and I believe they have 
demonstrated that they can be employed 
satisfactorily with the corps, 

“The Simm mortars have been supplied to 
all organizations and are highly efficient 
weapons when ammunition can be supplied. 
The ammunition requirements for these mor 
tars demands the development of a low pro 
file motor carrier that can actually be used 
on the field of battle. The necessity for such 
a carrier for machine guns and ammunition 
has been apparent ever since the World War. 
but the development of the 8imm mortar has 
greatly accentuated this need. To get the 
maximum use of these mortars, proper tele- 
phonic equipment should be provided. 

“The new transportation provided for these 
maneuvers has proved most admirable. While 
certain minor difficulties have developed, the 
transportation as a whole is highly satis-

“The trailer is unquestionably the che “a pest 
means of transportation that can be pro 
duced. It meets a multitude of needs, Every 
motor vehicle that is not essentially a primp 
mover for weapons should be provided With 4 
trailer.

“The new gas ranges are most satisfactory 
The problem of fuel is practically eliminated 
Gasoline is always to be had, whereas wood 
is frequently difficult to obtain. Also the uw 
of wood ranges discloses the presence of 
bivouae to enemy planes, 

“The new food containers issued should by 
a guarantee of hot food for the soldier at any 
point in the line. Without these, front-line 
troops seldom will be fed properly. 

“The appliance for gassing six trucks at 4 
time from an ordinary gasoline truck has 
proved invaluable. Whereas, it used to lk 
said that the army traveled on its belly 
we might well say today that it chugs on its 
gas. 

“We may truthfully say that the equipment 
problem is on its way to being solved in an 


other year if Congress coutinues its liber 
appropriations, The old alibi of lack of 
equipment will be gone. If concentrations 


such as we have had this year are continued 
where practical experience is gained to rein 
force the theoretical knowledge disseminated 
by our tine system of schools, there will be 
little excuse for poorly trained troops. | 
fact we will be on the spot and it might per 
haps be well for us to adopt the motto o 
Phi Beta Kappa: “The love of wisdom is th 
helmsman of life.” 





Business Men Endorse Defense 

The Chamber of Commerce of th 
United States, meeting in Washingtor 
ID. ., 2 May adopted resolutions for Na 
tional Defense and holding that Congres 
should “fully discharge” its responsibili 
ties in this respect. 

The Chamber declared : 

“The National Guard and all other branche 
of defense should be adequately trained a 
completely equipped. Businessmen are urge 
to co-operate in this training by granting ' 
cation leave with pay to men in the Natior 
Guard while in training. The availability 
trained men and the best material for defen 
must be assured. 

“Financial preparedness is just 
sary as military preparedness. Only if wea 
strong financially can we expect te carry th 
burden of any prolonged struggle. Unto 
anced budgets and further increases int 
publie debt cannot continue if we are tor 
tain the financial strength necessary for # 
prolonged defense. We should carry our ™ 
tional defense on a pay-as-we-go basis. W 
believe that substantial economies can bet 
fected in the operations of the Governme 
and that such economies should be made 
once in the interest of national safety. Wi 
these economies we believe that any add 
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tional burden for our safety will be assume 
readily by businessmen and all other citizet 

“We must be prepared to defend our cowl 
try, prepared with a defense of such streng! 
that any potential aggressor, however powe 
ful and ambitious, will be fearful to atte 
us. Congress should reaffirm its determi 
tion to keep the United States out of war wu 
less our Nation is in danger.’ 

Admiral Harold R. Stark, chief of na’ 
operations, told the chamber that the 4 
5—8 ratio of naval power with Brita 
and Japan may become inadequate. 

“In this altered and dangerous wor 
condition that has arisen,” Admiral St 
said, “we must look to our naval strengt 
and that alone, as the necessary suffice 
safeguard in either or both oceans.” * 
declared. “It may well comes to pass tht 
the * * * ratio is no longer sufficient.

There is also a Madsen 23 mm weapon 
which fires from 360 to 400 rounds per 
minute. 

The next step up is the 37 mm aerial 
cannon, some of which are manufactured 
in this country. In general this heavier 
weapon has a muzzle velocity of about 
@3 meters per second, shoots a shell of 
about 200 grams at a rate of 90 per min- 
ute and weighs, unmounted, 200  kilo- 
yrams. 

While these heavier weapons deal out 
vastly greater destruction at ranges in 
xeess of those at which the smaller ma- 
chine guns are effective, they have the 
jisadvantage of being quite heavy. This 
weight problem is well illustrated in the 
estimate that two .30 calibre machine 
wus with 400 rounds of ammunition 
each (total of 800 rounds) weighs ap- 
proximately the same as one % inch gun 
with only 50 rounds of ammunition. Thus 
the heavier 20 mm and 37 mm guns are 
carried only by drastically curtailing the 
number of guns and the amount of am- 
munition. Also these larger guns are 
smetimes fired from heavy, automatical- 
ly operated turrets, which again adds to 
the weight. 

With the greater range of the can- 
yons, airplanes will probably force them- 
vlves further and further apart in aerial 
wmbat and greater provision must be 
made to protect the personnel. Obviously 
over-all armor plating is out of the ques- 
tion with a machine which must not only 
take itself in the air but must also carry 
wads of fuel, guns, bombs, ammunition, 
and crew. Therefore, the trend is to af- 
ford as much protection as possible to the 
really vital parts—the personnel and the 
fuel. Self-sealing gas tanks, with which 
we are now beginning to equip our latest 
planes, seems to have solved the fuel tank 
problem. Armor plating is being looked 
leas a protection for the personnel. 

Toward the end of the World War 
there was some experimental work with 
armor protection and while it was looked 
won as desirable, it does not appear to 
have been pushed to any great extent 
since, until the present war started. Some 
World War aviators were reported to 
have appropriated the armored shields 
wed by ground machine gunners and to 
uve made seats out of them to protect 
themselves from ground and rear fire. 
Sopwith built a plane called the Sala- 
wander in 1918, which was armored all 
‘long the bottom, covering the motor, 
lank and pilot’s seat, but it was soon 
ibhandoned. Junkers also built an 
wmored trench-strafling biplane near the 
«nd of the war, Fokker devised a double- 
ended monoplane with the pilot sitting 
letween the two engines and protected 
ly armor below. Apparently, however, 


these were sporadic experiments and 
jrogress lagged until today every na- 


lion is seeking the best light armor with 
which to protect gunners and operating 
bersonnel. Because of the required light- 
less Of the armor it is not manufactured 
ly the usual process employed in mak- 
ig armor for ships and tanks. A special 
process is used and it is understood that 
woduction has not yet been at a very 
high rate.

their “Machine Gun 34.” This weapon, 
which is reported to be operating to the 
great satisfaction of her troops, is, para- 
doxically, both a light and a heavy ma- 
chine gun. It is an air cooled weapon of 
standard calibre (about .30) capable of 
a very high rate of fire. When it is to be 
used as a light machine gun it is mounted 
on a bipod and the butt placed against 
the operator’s shoulder. When it is to 
function as a heavy machine gun, it is 
mounted on a heavy, stable, tripod. As 
a light machine gun it is fed with clips; 
as a heavy machine gun it is belt fed. 
One of these weapons is supplied to each 
Infantry Squad. Its actual weight, with- 
out tripod, is said to be very slightly in 
excess of that of our Browning auto 
matic rifle. 

Each Infantry squad also has an auto 
matic pistol somewhat like the Thomp 
son submachine gun. 

The German Infantry regiment is also 
equipped with 81 mm mortars and 50 mm 
mortars as well as 37 mm antitank guns. 
Heavier artillery also is in each regi 
ment to the extent of six 75 mm howit- 
zers and two 150 mm howitzers. In spite 
of the heavy motorization and mechani- 
zation generally reported in the press, 
these artillery weapons in the Infantry 
regiment are horse drawn. This seems 
to have proved a very successful policy 
in the campaign in Norway, for the 
horses appear to have done well in the 
snow and over the rocky mountainous 
terrain, 

In connection with the horse artillery 
in the Infantry, it is also interesting to 
note that while the German Regular 
army, according to latest printed figures, 
had only one Cavalry Division (about 


20,000 men), a horsed reconnaissance 
squadron is assigned to each Infantry 
Division. 

It is understood that some changes 


have been made in the German divisional 
organization since the Polish campaign. 
For example, the Panzer (mechnized) 
Divisions, employed so largely and sue 
cessfully in Poland, have, it is understood 
been reduced since that campaign. It is 
understood that six or seven Panzer Di 
visions (about 11,000 officers and men) 
were fully organized at that time, but 
that some of these have since been ren 
dered inactive and the troops sent to 
other organizations. 

The usual German Infantry Division 
is composed of approximately 635 officers 
and 15,281 enlisted men. At last reports 
there were approximately 45 of these 
divisions in the regular army, and an 
other 45 in the reserves. 

A short while ago the Germans were 
known to have had a number of motor 
cycle battalions, each man being equipped 
with a light automatic weapon, but ac 


cording to latest unoflicial word, little 
use has been found for them so it is 


understood they are being eliminated.

The War’s Air Lessons 

While air power has not yet been given 
the acid test that proves its real strength 
and power, Maj. Gen. Hf. H. Arnold, Chief 
of the Army Air Corps declared 28 April, 
it has been demonstrated that “no longer 
can any Army or any Navy operate sue 
cessfully without the cooperation of Air 
Forces, nor can sea or land battles be won 
without the protecting shadow of an ef- 
fective Air Force.” 

Speaking before National Aerial Round 
up of the American Legion at Indianapo 
lis, General Arnold said that our own Air 
Force has benefitted materially by the 
lessons from the foreign wars, 

Excerpts from his address follow : 

“The influence of air power has had and 
still has a predominant and controlling influ 
ence on international diplomacy and on war 
fare. It has been used as the prime instrument 
by one or more of the foreign combatants dur 
ing the past four years for the subjugation 
er conquest of several nations, It has sue 
ceeded either by its threat or by its devastat 
ing cooperation with mechanized forces, in the 
accomplishment of that conquest despite the 
threat or the open opposition of the largest 
armies and navies in the world. 

A Controlling Influence 

“Military observers are now generally 
agreed that air transportation and air opera 
tions played an important part and may have 
heen the controlling influence in the conquest 
of Ethiopia, in the overthrow of the Republic 
of Spain, the conquest of Austria and Czecho 
slovakia, in the partition of Poland, in the 
rape of Finland, and only a few weeks ago in 
the invasion and occupation of Denmark and 
Norway. Despite opposition, there is no gain 
saying the fact that it was either through the 
influence of air power or its cooperation with 
other arms, that Germany was able to seize 
the western half of the Scandinavian Penin 
sula, and if Germany is able to hold that area 
it will be largely through the accomplish 
ments and the threat of air power. 

“Air power has not yet been given the acid 
test that proves its real strength and power. 
It seems not unlikely that we are now mov 
ing into that sphere where it will be given a 
thorough tty-out. This much can be said 
now: In all of its tests to date, by the dev 
astation wrought by the light of battle fires, 
it has demonstrated completely that warfare 
has truly moved into the third dimension. 
That no longer can any army or any navy 
operate successfully without the cooperation 
of Air Forces, nor can sea or land battles be 
won without the protecting shadow of an 
effective Air Force. 

“I think you advocates of military aviation, 
you proponents of air power, can rest as 
sured that nothing has occurred in warfare 
as yet to discredit the airplane as a military 
weapon. As to what the future holds, we shall 
have to wait and see, but I for one have no 
misgiving. 

Our Force Benefitted 

“Our own Air Force has benefitted material 
ly by the lessons from the foreign wars, The 
air fighting to date has demonstrated the ne 





cessities for important changes in military 
aircraft. Out of the air battles abroad have 
come some lessons which fortunately have 
reached us in time and without any cost to us 
in life or money. 

“It is apparent that modern military air 
craft require leak-proof fuel tanks; it appears 
that they may require some armor for vital 
parts and the protection of combat crews: 
it is now definitely known that there must 
be some changes in armament. The record is 
fairly clear that combat planes are now re 
turning from the air raids with hundreds and 
in some cases thousands of bullet holes. This 
indicates that 30 calibre machine gun fire is 
hot adequate against modern aircraft, unless 
delivered at short ranges and with tremendous 
volume. Some of our modern fighters have as 
many as eight 30 calibre machine guns 
Fighter aireraft require at least 50 calibre, 
and perhaps 20 mm. or 37 mm. canne 1, in 
order to insure a positive kill. The tendency 
is toward bigger guns for aireraft. We are 
taking full account of this new trend and all 
our modern aircraft will be properly and ade 
quately equipped. 

“It has been demonstrated that 
are easy prey to fighter aireraft unless 
equipped for rear hemisphere fire. Bombers 
without tail guns and a large volume of rear 
hemisphere fire, cannot successfully accom 
plish day-light missions in an area patrolled 
by hostile pursuit. The recognition of this 
principle is now or will influence the design 
of all future bombing aireraft 

lang Range Craft 

“It Is vow fairly generally coneeded that 
one of the vital factors in air influence Nes 
in the range of its component aireraft. Wt is 
ixiomatic that airplanes can exert no influ 
ence in combat or ina theater of war which 
they ennnet rench It is not unlikely that 
several of the present belligerants have long 
since regretted that they did net build more 
range inte their bombers, We recognized that 
principle several years ago and as a conse 
quenee, developed our four-engine Flying 
Fortress, the modern prototype of which ts 
still superior te any bombing planes any 
where in the world, 

“Our theory that the best and the only ade 
quate defense against hostile aireraft is a su 
perior Air Force, has been conclusively proven 
time and again in present war theaters, 

“Among the tactical doctrines which have 
grown up or which have been confirmed by 
the air fighting to date are these: Airplines 
should not engage in piece meal attacks, It 
is foolhardy to send them into hostile terri 
tory in small formations, in the hours of day 
light, or in numbers Inadequate to the as 
signed missions. Airplanes must carry bombs 
of a proper type and size for the destruction 
of the objectives to be destroyed, Perhaps no 
tactical doctrine has heen so frequently vie 
lated in the recent aerial warfare as this, An 
other vital tactical principle which has come 
out of the couflicts is the fact that the train 
ing of combat crews important as the 
superior qualities of the aireraft, Modern air 
fighting has also shown the necessity for ad 
ditional crew members such as trained aerial 
navigators, 

“In some of the fighting toe date, particu 
larly in Poland, there are many lessons to be 
gained, concerning cooperative aviation mis 
sions. It was there shown conclusively that 
Air Forces and mechanized forces can snecess 
fully cooperate to give the tempo of a battle 
a speed and pewer never before drenmed of 

“It has been conclusively shown that Air 
Forces have two primary missions, one, co 
operation with the armies and navies in the 
battle zone, and the other, independent Air 
Force missions agalost manufacturing estab 
lishments, hostile airdromes, and the vital 
lines of communication by which armies are 
equipped, supplied and fed, and orders trans 
mitted and reeeived. These latter missions 
may in some cases, as in Poland and Finland, 
prove completely decisive.”

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Financial Digest 

With dramatic effectiveness, Brigadier 
General Charles G. Dawes told the 
United States Chamber of Commerce at 
its ZSth Annual meeting in Washington 
this week: “Mistake not, the budget of 
the United States can be balanced.” The 
method by which this could be accom- 
plished was simple, as described by one 
of General Pershing’s outstanding aides 
and business managers during the World 
War, and the Thirtieth Vice President of 
the Nation. It was by the pursuit of the 
practice followed in 1920 after three 
years of war budget deficits amounting 
in the aggregate to $23,248,009,381. 

Under the Harding administration, the 
General stated that the President for the 
first time in our history created and oper- 
ated by executive order a system of ex- 
ecutive control and coordination over 
governmental departments and organiza- 
tions. Under that system, the expendi- 
tures of government, exclusive of debt 
reduction, were reduced from $5,115,927,- 
G89.00 in the fiseal year 1921 to $3,372,- 
607,800.84 in the fiscal year 1922, a re- 
duction in expenditures of $1,743,319- 
780.46. Not only in the fiscal year 1922 
was the budget balanced, but excess of 
government receipts over ordinary gov- 
ernment expenditures, was $736,496,251, 
tuxes were reduced and the government 
debt lowered by $1,014,068,845, This sys- 
tem was in operation, for eleven years, 

In 1933, however, the President abol- 
ished the federal coordinating service of 
the United States. This service set up 
by General Dawes when he was Direc- 
tor of the Budget was as essential part 
of the executive control system, without 
which there could be no proper super- 
vision of co-related affairs of government 
for the support of which money had been 
appropriated by Congress. He insisted 
this unfortunate action taken at the in- 
ception of the most gigantic peace time 
governmental spending operation in his- 
tory, was one of the chief causes of the 
present condition of chaos in the business 
system of our government, If the next 
president is to save the nation from 
bankruptey and ruin, he must make the 
old tight over again. The battle will be 
waged under desperate disadvantages, 
for opposing will be arrayed the largest, 
strongest and most formidably — en- 
trenched army of interested government 
spenders, wasters and patronage-dis- 
pensing politicians the world has known. 
Hie declared that the ten departments, 
as well as the great number of inde- 
pendent establishments, have been under 
practically independent operation for the 
last seven years, and that they have run 
like units in any army which has no 
General Staff or Commander-in-Chief. 
As the cure for the disgraceful 
condition of disorganization and chaos 
Which exists, the General urged that the 
next president must enable the Director 
of the Budget to gather the impartial in- 
formation necessary for the President 
to make the decisions incident to busi- 
ness policy, require Cabinet officials to 
pledge their honor to reduce expendi 
tures, and to suffer dismissal in case of 
disloyalty, to call a meeting of Cabinet 
heads and heads of independent agencies 
immediately after inauguration — at 
which he will emphasize the powers of 
the Director of the Budget, and order 
Bureau Chiefs to report what part each 
could save of the unspent remainder of 
his current annual appropriation, To 
help him the President must call to his 
aid able business executives in larger 
numbers than in 1921. Proper business 
organization insures not an intermittent 
and outside control for economy and 
eflicieney but a continuing and internal 
executive control. The budget can best 
be balanced in the way which any private 
organization, with its business in the de- 
moralized condition, of our present gov- 
ernmental business, would take as a mat- 
ter of course. 

These excerpts from General Dawes’ 
address are quoted because undoubtedly 
if the Republicans should elect the next 
President, they will be the guide for the 
fiscal policy of his Administration. In- 
deed, it would not be surprising should 





that executive request General Dawes to 
resume again the office of Director of 
the Budget. 

The Supreme Court handed down this 
week an important interpretation of the 
Walsh-Healy act, which probably will 
cause an increase in cost of military and 
naval supplies. Certain steel companies 
had objected to the wage scale prescribed 
by the Government as a condition of their 
receipt of federal contracts for steel. The 
Court held that the Secretary of Labor 
had the final authority under the law to 
fix the scale, and further held that the 
Federal Government enjoys the unre- 
stricted power to produce its own sup- 
plies, to determine those with whom it 
will deal, and to fix the terms and con- 
ditions upon which it will make needed 
purchases. As a result of this language 
it is argued that there is nothing in the 
constitution to prevent the country from 
going into a wider nationalization of the 
means of production. Congress rather 
than the Courts from now on will be re- 
garded as the body to put the curb on 
such a trend.

Merchant Marine 

Bid of the Sparrows Point plant of 
Bethlehem Steel Company for construc 
tion of three passenger and cargo vessels 
for the Mississippi Shipping Company at 
cost of $3,075,000 each was accepted by 
the Maritime Commission this week. 

The ships will be operated from Gulf 
ports to the East Coast of South Ameri- 
ea and are identical in design to three 
vessels already under construction for 
Mississippi Shipping Company. 

At the same time the commission an- 
nounced that it had learned that its C-3 
cargo ship had been selected for the first 
new construction to be undertaken by an 
intercoastal shipping operator in more 
than ten years. Four vessels of this type 
have been ordered by Matson Navigation 
Company for service between New York 
and Hawaii. Running time of 45 days 
between New York and Hawaii is ex- 
pected to be reduced to about 28 days by 
the 1644-knot vessels. 

The commission has 22 of the ©-3’s on 
order, nine of which have been launched. 
Matson’s order is not part of the com- 
mission's shipbuilding program. 

Sell Four Old Ships 

Bids of Weyerhaeuser Steamship Com- 
pany and Luckenbach Steamship Corpo 
ration for four old vessels of the Mari- 
time Commission were accepted this 
week, 

The Janelew will go to Luekenbach on 
a bid of $198,245, and the Mosella on a 
hid of $189,340. The Narcissus will go to 
Weyerhaeuser at $144,660, and the Jalapa 
to that company on bid of $141,980, 

The vessels were four of twelve 
which bids were opened 17 April. 

Subsidy Contract Signed 

An operating subsidy contract has been 
negotiated between the commission and 
American South African Line, covering 
12 to 24 sailings annually between North 
Atlantic and South African ports. The 
subsidy will cover operation of the mo 
torships New York and Challenger, and 
the line has agreed to replace with three 
new (-2 or ©-3 ships.

Second Army Maneuvers 

A total of 38,183 National Guardsmen, 
as well as Regulars of the 5th Division 
and the 7th Cavalry Brigade (mechan 
ized), will participate in Second Army 
maneuvers at Camps MeCoy and Wil 
liams, in Wisconsin, from 11 to 31 Aug. 

Troops engaging in the three weeks of 
war games will be divided into the V 
(‘orps, commanded by Maj. Gen. David LL. 
Stone, USA, which will contain the Regu 
lars, and the VI Corps, commanded by Lt. 
Gen. Stanley HL. Ford, commander of the 
Second Army. The V Corps will contain 
18,197 guardsmen, the VI Corps 19,086 
citizen soldiers. 

The Second Army maneuvers ure the 
only one of the four Army maneuvers to 
be held this summer on which details can 
be obtained before the 1941 Army Supply 
bill is passed since funds for the other 
maneuvers are contained in that bill. 
Money for the Second Army games is as- 
sured because it is this army which ordi 
narily would have held training under 
the old plan of rotating maneuvers from 
one section of the country to another. 

Preliminary training will be given the 
small units in minor tacties and training 
of individuals for the games to follow. 
The training will then progress through 
combat action by battalions and regi- 
ments to the operations of brigades and 
divisions, and will end in a four-day prob 
lem in which two Army Corps will be op- 
posed over a large area. Altogether some 
thing over 50,000 men will be engaged, 
and National Guardsmen will include 
every unit in the States of Illinois, Michi-

Enlarge Mechanized Brigade 

Approval of new tables of organization 
for the 7th Cavalry Brigade (mechan 
ized) was announced today by the War 
Department. 

The new organization will materially 
increase mobility in combat. 

The present brigade comprises a head- 
quarters and headquarters troop and 
two mechanized cavalry regiments, each 
containing two combat car squadrons and 
one each, reconnaissance, machine gun, 
headquarters and service troops. 

The new organization will add a recon 
haissance and support squadron, com- 
prising one each reconnaissance, machine, 
and motorcycle troops, while to each of 
the cavalry regiments will be added an- 
other combat car squadron. These 
changes will increase the number of com- 
bat cars from 112 to 172. Although the 
new tables provide for an increase in per 
sonnel, from 1,531 to 2,762, these addi- 
tional men are not available at present. 

On 1 June 1140 it is planned to activate 
the reconnaissance troop and machine 
troop of the reconnaissance and support 
squadron at reduced strength, at Ft, 
Knox, Ky., and to activate the third com- 
bat car squadron of the Ist Cavalry at 
Ft. Riley, The 3rd Squadron, 13th Caval 
ry, and the motorcycle troop of the recon 
naissance and support squadron of the 
expanded brigade will remain inactive 
for the time being. 


Higher Army Ranks 

The Llouse Military Affairs committee 
this week reported favorably the bill, HL. 
kt. 7611, which provides the temporary 
rank of lieutenant general for officers 
commanding the Panama and Hawaiian 
Departments while holding such posts. 
the committee amended the bill to make 
it applicable to officers who have held 
those commands since 5 Aug. 1939. Brig. 
Gen. Lorenzo D. Gasser, Deputy Chief of 
Staff, opposed the amendment on the 
vrounds that such rank is not carried on 
to the retired list and also on the ground 
that the rank goes with the job and not 
with the officer. 

The amendment was sponsored by Rep 
resentative Charles IL.

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Younger Generals Sought 


Selection as kvigadier general last week | 


of two junior colonels, Courtney H. 
Hodges who is 52 years of age, and Jacob 
lL. Devers, just under 53 years, who were 
Nos. 572 and 525 respectively, on the list 
of colonels, is the first attempt of the 
War Department to combat what it con- 
siders a dangerous tendency in the Army. 
The few general officers who have had 
long experience in grades above colonel 
ure rapidly leaving the Army and their 
places are being taken by officers who en- 
tered the grade of brigadier general with 
little more than the minimum of six years 
to serve before retirement, and who enter 
the grade of major general with a mini- 
mum of only 2% years to serve. This has 
meant that few major generals could 
serve a full four years as corps area com- 
manders, and at times it has been difficult 
to find a major general with enough years 
of active service remaining to permit a 
full two years on foreign service, A nor- 
mal advancement from corps area to army 
command would be the exception rather 
than the rule. 

A comparison of the service of the pres- 
ent and last Chiefs of Staff will illustrate 
the change in the promotion system in the 
Army in recent years brought about by 
the retirement of the group which re- 
ceived promotion to general officer rank 
early in life due to the World War. Gen- 
eral Marshall was promoted to brigadier 
veneral in 1936 at the age of 56. He was 
promoted to major general and to general 
in 1939 at age 59, after three years as 
brigadier general, In other words, prac- 
tically all of General Marshall’s service as 
w general officer will have been in two 
posts when he shall retire. General Craig 
became brigadier general in 1920, with 
19 years to serve, compared with General 
Marshall's 8 years of service remaining 
when he reached that rank. General Craig 
was promoted to major general in 1926, 
with 13 years to serve; General Marshall 
was promoted to major general in 1939, 
with 5 years to serve. 

General Marshall’s service record is 
similar to that of almost all the senior 


general officers except for the handful 
soon to retire. Major General Albert J. 
Bowley, retired 30 Nov. 1939, having 


served as general officer 18 years and 
major general 8 years. Major General 
Hugh A. Drum will retire in 1943, after 
21 years of service since appointment as 
brigadier general and 12 years as major 
veneral. Retiring even before General 
Drum will be his next junior, Major Gen- 
eral Stanley H. Ford, who will go out 
on age 30 Jan, 1941, after 11 years as 
general officer, 5 as major general. Major 
General Stanley D. Embick, who will re- 
tire in 1941 also, will have had 11 years 
as a general officer, 5 as a major general. 
Major General Herbert J. Brees and 
Major General James K. Parsons will also 
retire in 1941 with the same service as 
Generals Ford and Embick. The officer 
junior to General Brees, Major General 
John H. Hughes retired in February with 
9 years in general rank, 4 as major gen- 
eral. The next in rank, Major Gen. David 
.. Stone, retires this August with 8 years 
as general officer, 4 as major general. 


Accordingly it is understood that the 
War Department plans to pick from time 
to time junior colonels so they may have 
opportunity for several important assign- 
ments while in grade of brigadier or ma- 
jor general. 

The normal selections for promotion 
will continue to come ,from among the 
colonels who have a normal expectancy 
of service which will carry them into the 
grade of major general. At the same 
time there probably will be continued se- 
lections of more senior officers, who could 
not hope to reach the grade of major 
general before retirement, but whose 
outstanding qualifications offer the gov- 
ernment a special valuable service in the 
grade of brigadier general. 

Promotion of officers with longer peri- 
ods of service remaining before retire- 
ment will, however, reduce the number 
of promotions to general officer made 
each year. 

Such jumps as those made last week 
can only be made when the ability of each 
officer so favored is universally recog- 
nized, if morale is not to be harmed.

There is some compensation in the way 
of increased rank offered in this instance 
but it attracts only the vanity of human 
selfishness and brings but little in the 
way of bread and butter in the many 
years to come, 

To state, as has been done by the sev- 
eral witnesses before the Congressional 
committees that no harm would be done 
to any officer is rather misleading and 
its falsity is proven by their further state- 
ments that for the first three years or so 
there would be a small additional cost to 
the Government but that after that there 
would be an immense saving. If the Gov- 
ernment makes a saving who loses? Has 
uny harm been done? Should such a pro- 
posal be approved by 100% of those af- 
fected? 


In the case of one officer in mind, he | 


stands to lose 25% of his pay and all of 
his allowances for four years or a differ- 
ence between his retired pay in the in- 
creased rank of Lieutenant Colonel and 
his regular pay as a Major amounting to 
$240.63 per month if he is on a civilian 
detail and if he is not the loss of his rental 
allowance will make his loss equal this 
for instead of the cash allowance he loses 
his house.
